PURIM, 

PURIM has a direct and practical interest all its own for the Jew even 
of to-day. The Book of Esther, old though it be, is being constantly 
re-written. . We can almost see the type falling into place betore our very 
eyes, and those among us who have lived through more than one generation 
have seen the chapters printed and re-printed by immortal Time. The 
plaint of Jewish separateness, the threat of destruction, the eleventh-hour 
miracle; the survival till the next cycle, which then proceeds to develop 
with the same result, as if it were all something quite new—these things 
are familiar in book-lore and in our own personal experience. If the Jew 
is the recurring decimal of history, Purim is bis recurring tale—the serial 
story which is resumed at the first word as soon as the last chapter ends. 
Yet it is not to be thought that the process will continue through all time, the 
Hamans and the Mordecais being reproduced indefinitely from age to age. 
The whole story, with its schemer, its victim, and its radiant heroine, 
typifies indeed the perpetual struggle for liberty and tolerance. It isa hard 
struggle, involving not only the Jew but each and every of the world’s 
races. It is that struggle that is being fought out on the battle-fields of 
Armageddon. But we know in our hearts that it can and will, at the long 
last, end only in one way, and that way man's victory, whether over himself 
or his enemies, for freedom.” Any other consummation would belie to 
human life its ordered purpose, and make of the world just a dark valley of 
sorrow and tribulation unending. 


> 
RUSSIAN-BORN AND MILITARY SERVICE. 


As was inevitable, the Government have found hemselves compelled 
to take action in regard to the recruiting of Russian-born citizens of military 
age now resident in this country. An agreement has been arrived at with 
the Russian authorities the effect of which is that such persons must either 
enlist in the British Army or return to Russia for military service. We 
have frequently warned Russian Jews living here that the matter could 
and would not be allowed to drift, and we are only sorry that they have not 
taken the course of enlisting, thus doing as a voluntary act of good-will 
what now has to be done under compulsion. What is still more 
regrettable is that in order to bring about the enlistment the alternative of 
expulsion to Russia should have even to be uttered in this country. The 
threat sounds harsh and has an ugly ring. It was largely, if not mainly, 
to avoid the possibility of any co-religionists being sent back to Russia 
that we urged Russian-born Jews to enlist in the British Army; and those 
who have dissuaded them from voluntary recruiting cannot escape a heavy 
load of responsibility if any defaulters are transported to the land of their 
birth. It is difficult to see, however, what option the Russian-born 
eligibles left the Government in this matter. The Government could not, 
against the angry protests of local opinion or from its own point of view of 
right and wrong, look on while British citizens are taken for the army, 
leaving the allied citizens—perhaps trade rivals—behind.

¢ hard to understand how it could provide potential allied troops with pass- 


ports to some neutral country so as to facilitate their escape from their 
military obligations. We presume that the ordinary rights of appeal to 
tribunals will be granted to Russian residents and that special 
arrangements will be made for them in regard to their linguistic and, 
perhaps, other difficulties. Mr. SAMUEL, it will be remembered, gave it to 
be understood that political or religious refugees would not be sent back to 
Russia, but, from an answer given by Mr. BONAR Law to Mr. KING on 
Tuesday, it would appear that no special provision is, under present regula. 
tions, to be made. This seems to us a point which th® Government might 
well consider. It would not surely be difficult to treat a genuine political or 
religious refugee who refuses to serve as conscientious objectors are dealt 
with, or even as absentees are disposed of. To return such persons to Russia 
would be to inflict upon them too heavy a punishment even for the offence 
ot which they would be guilty. We presume, too, that ou every ground of 
fairness the promise of the late Home SEcR@TARY, that naturalisation would 
be granted to the recruits within three months will be redeemed, and that 
the pension allowances and chances of promotion will not fall short of those 
which arein ferce for the rest of the army. We would press upon the 
authorities the desirability of allowing these recruits to serve as far as pos. 
sible together. This, too, if we remember ariglit, is a proposition which has 
been favourably regarded in the past. And, finally, irge upon any 
of these Russian-born who are co-religionists, as upon all those who may 
have influence over them, loyally to concur in the decision that the Govern.

streng:hening ties with Irrance contracted by the anti-German policy 
of ALEXANDER III., and more particularly from any friendship 
with England.” But the correspondent declares that slowly but surely the 
ranks of the old reactionary party have been declining. By an infallible 
process they were bound to disappear sooner or later, leaving the field 
clear for the new Russia. The great war came before the elimination 
was consummated. But it has hastened the pracess and not least by the 
alliances which Rvwgsia effected, so that everybody, including the 
Bureaucracy, is becoming convinced of the utter failure of the old system 
to cope with great national problems. At the present time no section of 
the population, and, therefore, no genuine political party, exists in Russia 
that has a word to plead in support of the POBIEDONOSTZEFr theory. 
“Within something like ten years,” the writer goes on to say, © the Russian 
people have become a new people. Russia has finally, irrevocably, turned 
her back upon the old ideas."” Nobody who has watched, the growing 
power of the Duma will deny the great advance in popular self-assertion. 
This can safely be said to be so, even in face of the striking article on 
"the Polish Problem "’ and the capital blunder in respect to Poland, of which 
be accuses Russia, by Dr. DILLON in this month’s Fortnightly Review. 
There may be fluctuations—even violent ebbing and flowing of the tide— 
but in the long run the movement will be in the right direction, aided by 
the emancipation from German influence and the increasing intimacy with 
That is why we believe the victory of the 
Allies means so much for the Russian Jews: That is why we see in an 
Allied ‘victory the surest hope of Russo-Jewish deliverance. The Duma 
re-assembled on Tuesday, and the civilised world looks forward to its new 
session marking a step forward along the path of Democracy and freedoin 
which Russia has begun to tread. 


ANOTHER “FLAG DAY” PREVENTED. 


In Manchester, at all events, we2are glad to see that no truck is 
being had with the Edinburgh Fund manceuvres. The attempt to hold a 
“flag day" there has collapsed, thanks to the initiative of our excellent 
coreligionists, Mr. NATHAN Laskl, J.P., and Mrs. QuAS COHEN, The 
promptness and decision with which the Lord Mayor, the Chairman 
of the Watch Committee, and the Chief Constable acted in the matter 
deserve the warmest recognition of the entire Jewish community and 
should act as a stimulus throughout the provinces. On this whole question 
of the Edinburgh Relief Fund there are two points, in particular, to which 
attention needs to be concentrated. The first is the tenacity with which the 
Fund has clung to its conversionist elements. Itis surely plain to every 
ntelligence that if it had only the Jewish body and not the Jewish soul in 
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mind, it would not have shown this complete unwillingness to shake itself 
free from missionary entanglements; on the contrary, it would have seized 
the first opportunity to rid itself of such influences, knowing that it would 
in this way disarm suspicion and promote the one cause which it outwardly 
professes to have at heart. Yet, when the prominent Jews who were 
secured as patrons offered to continue in that position on condition that the 
missionary members were dispensed with, the Ediaburgh Fund declined to 
pay the price. Rather than sacrifice the conversionists it preferred to 
throw over-board the Jews. The inference is obvious. The Fund was 
founded for missionary objects, and to have dropped the missionary 
members would have meant abandoning the real purpose for which it was 
started. It would then have been impossible to gain kudos through it for 
those engaged in missionary work in the eyes of those who support 


that work. But there is a second point to be noted. If it 
was desired to enlist Christian support for the Russian Jews 
why start :a separate fund at all? There have, unhappily, 


been Russo- Jewish Relief Funds before—the famous Mansion House Fund 
was acase in point—and Christians have not only contributed to the 
collection, but their support has been heartily welcomed. In good truth, 
they have also, to a certain extent, helped the present Jewish Fund, and if 
the matter be kept before them in the future more prominently than it has 
been hitherto, they will continue to do so, we hope, in an increasing degree. 
What necessity, then, for Mr. Missionary LEViSON or his associates torush 
in with a separate effort of their own? The answer is, so that the Edinburgh 


Medical Mission and the Missionary movement generally might be enabled | 


by it to open more easily “the hearts and homes of Jews" to the Perversionist 
and his designs upon the honour of our people. 
protected from such insidious manceuvres, and as for the pbysical sufferings 
of Russian Jewry that is a sacred obligation with which their brothers in 
faith have charged themselves and to which they will not prove false. 


IN THEIR TRUE COLOURS. 


Tuose,if any there be, who are inclined to think-that too much heed is 
paid by us to Missionary activities among Jews, may be recommended to read 
the account of what took place at a Conference at Edinburgh on “ The 
Jewish ©uestion,” held under the auspices of the United ree Church 
Jewish Committee. We have before us the report in the Scotsman, from 
which we gather that there was a large attendance, and that various papers 
were read by a number of reverend gentlemen. The chief contribution 
seems to have come . from aé certain Rev. J. T.° WEBSTER. 
It appears that the great anxiety which weighs upon the mind 
of this religious teacher is that there may come a “ material settle- 
ment of the Jewish question such as statesmen could efiect.” A 
settlement of that kind he fears, may “aggravate rather than solve 
the real problem.” In this minister’s view the Jewish problem. is “in its 
essence,’ not a question of liberty, which non-Jews might well be called 
upon to settle in a manner favourable to Jews, but a religious problem 
“whose solution not only fell within the church’s province, but would be of 
vital import to her.” She must be on guard, he went on to say, in face ot 
probable attempts to find a solution on merely material lines. She must 
also have her attention and activity directly engaged and must voice her 
standpoint. We ask our readers to weigh well this astonishing deliverance, 
The liberation of the Jew where he is to-day beneath the yoke of servitude 
is, in this minister's view, a “‘ merely material" act. What must accompany it 
must be the Jew’s.conversion. It would not profit the Church, Mr. WEBSTER 
tells his hearers, * or the world, or the kingdom of Christ, although she tried 
to evangelise the world, if she left this people (the Jews) to itself and allowed 
it to work its will, as a materialistic infidel, anti-Christian force in the life 
of civilised peoples." Therefore, for the sake of the world and the Church, 
apostasy must go with emancipation, and, we suppose, unless the one is 
agreed to, the other, in this gentleman's view, must be withheld, 


SELF-REV EALED. 


THERE are some other remarkable obiter dicta in the address of this 
Minister of the Gospel. Speaking of the patriotic fervour of Russian Jews 
at the outbreak of war, he let drop the suggestion that “ lower motives might 
have commingled” with it. Like some anti-Jewish agitator of the Con. 
tinental sort he affects to espy the contractor—in the Jewish patriot. 
The Jews, he tells his audience with evident relish, are not united 
among themselves. “ It did not appear that all Jews wanted the same thing,” 
he said, “ yet in reality they did—everything,” a jest which the Conversi nists 
seemed particularly to have relished. As for Jewish Nationalism, ! e tells 
us that “ we must be careful regarding the Palestinian settlement and 
not allow super-sentiment about the Jews or the Holy Land as their origina} 
home to carry us away to the detriment of essential freedom” ; the idea 
apparently being that a Jewish settlement in Palestine would be an outrage 
against liberty. No, says Mr. WEBSTER, the Charch must instead seize its 
“ after-war opportunity, to present the Gospel widely to the Jewish masses.” 
Nothing matterg—neither freedom, nor Jewish Nationalism, nor physical 


suffering—but only the feeding of the obsession of a number of diseased | 


minds, for the making of bad Jews into worse Christians, and the embracing 
of the “ special opportunity " which will then be presented for their nefarious 
operations by the helpless misery of our people. The reverend gentleman 
does, indeed, stipulate that the Gospel must be preached to Jews, “ina 
way which would show them what the spirit of Christ really was.” His 
own particular methods of exemplifying the “ Spirit of Christ " will no doubt 

ot be lost upon Jews. We have often commented on the disgraceful

tactics of the Missionaries in offering the starving’ Jew a loaf with 
one hand and a New Testament withtheother. But this isthe first timethat 
we recollect seeing the suggestion made that the bribe is to be not material 
relief, but human liberty. The Conversionist has now the effrontery to throw 
himself into the political controversy and to stand in the council chamber 
of the Powers as the claimant to the Jewish soul. We have described this 
move as a new kind of bribery. Perhaps it would be truer to say that 
it is a dire and shameless threat. The Jew, it is pleaded, if left 
unconverted will “ work bis will as a materialistic, infidel, anti-Christian 
force in the life of civilised peoples.” Either, that is to say, the Conversionist 
must have his way or the “ civilised peoples ” will certainly be corrupted or 
destroyed by the uncivilised Jew. More impudent and reckless insults have 
never fallen from the lips of even the foulest of anti-Semitic orators. 
This reverend gentleman has succeeded, however, in showing us how true 
itis that the Converter is au fond nothing but the anti-Semite disguised 
the hater of our people who assumes the mask of friendship. But we 
venture to tell him that there is more idealism in any Russian Ghetto or in 
a corner of the East End of London than was ever dreamed of by the 
whole gang of the miserable, truly unchristian, Conversionist sou)-snatchers- 
But frankly, however, we prefer that conversionism should thus stand forth 
for what it really is—an anti-Jewish movemenf—than that it should wring 
the hearts of old women—of both sexes—with mawkish professions of love 
for ‘the dear Jews, Christ's own people.” But in that case it is for the 
State to consider whether this is the time for Ministers of the Gospel to sow 
dissension by denouncing a loyal section of the population as a dangerous 
collection of infidels and materialists, 


JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 


Mr. Myer A. SprecMAn, as an Inspector of Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools, and a very earnest worker in connection with the Hayes 
Industrial School, is unquestionably an authority to be respected upon all 
questions of juvenile delinquency, and when he tells us, as he does in the 


interesting interview with him which we print this week, that a sudden 
fever of offences has broken out among our juveniles, we feel safe in 
| accepting the statement. But we need not be surprised at the fac’. Law- 
| lessness among the young has been the theme of so many laments and 


warnings of late, and not only in this country. So that it would have 
been astonishing if Jewish children had not been caught in the epidemic. 
Jewish children are in present conditions exposed to most of the 
unfortunate influences which Mr. SPIELMAN enumerates as the causes 
of all this wrong doing. The main forces at work producing the present 
outburst of juvenile delinquency ought, however, to be obvious, and 
whether Mr. SPIELMAN is quite correct in so prominently including the 
Cinema we take leave to question. It is dangerous to join in a general 
hue and cry after the “ pictures,” if only because the effect is to divert the 
attention of social reformers from what must be the main trail. In our view- 
the cause of the increase in juvenile offences must be sought in the war in 
which the country is engaged. Not only has this taken away in part the 
restraining influence of the home, and school, and filled boys’ pockets 
with earnings which have turned their heads, but it has engendered an 
atmosphere of unhealthy excitement which inevitably influences the more 
susceptible of our young. What is war if not lawlessness? And if a child 
finds a whole people, including its own near relatives, resolving itself into a 
great committee of destruction and slaughter, can we be surprised if, 
deprived as it is so often of parental contro’, it catches the 
general infection and develops the moral indisposition we all deplore. The 
real misfortune is the legacy which this hectic period will leave to Jews and 
the rest of the country in the shape of demoralised children, and it is there- 
fore one ofthe most urgent duties of the day to prepare for their reclamation: 
as well as to prevent even the normal accretion to the band of young delin- 
quents which will come in the days of peace. In this respect Mr. 
SPIELMAN makes several interesting suggestions, and we are hopeful that 
the new era for education which is now in sight will be one of the principle 
means of staying for us one of the most pitiful of all social diseases, 


COMBATTING A SCOURGE, 


We notice that our esteemed coreligionist, Mr. A. R. Moro, has on 
behalf of the Jewish Board of Guardians joined the Executive Committee 
of the National Council for Combatting Venereal Disease. So far as the 
grave evil with which the Council deals may affect Jews in common with 
other cilizens, the Board of Guardians, is, of course, directly interested in 
every movement for its suppression, just as it has helped effectively in the 
campaign against tuberculosis. But we hope very eatnestly that Mr. 
Moro’s presence on the new Council will not be regarded as committing 
the Jewish community to the general lines of the campaign that has been 
undertaken, and in which the BisHorp or LONDON (one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the -Council) has especially taken so prominent a 
part. The whole question is one of a most complex and difficult character, 
and cannot, in our view, be adequately dealt with in the superficial, or, »s 
Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL would say, “ slap-dash,” fashion that is apparent'y 
in favour in certain quarters just now. Therepression of the immediate cacse 
of the scourge may possibly please the prudish, as well as those who are not 
given to too careful reflection. But there is a very real and serious danger 
that such a policy may only end in giving rise to dire evils, moral as w«!| 
as physical, which would be far more grave and far more menacing and 
from which, as things are, Society is by no means free, as- medical 
men and institutions could well testify.

EF: the third time in succession Purim will, in all probability, be 


with us amid the clash and din, the sorrow, the pain, the anxiety 

of War. The festival par excellence of gaiety and abandon 

seems strangely inconsistent with the disastrous holocaust that 
is. sweeping with fury, vot undiminished but increasing, across Europe. 
With death and destruction around, it were scarcely possible to envisage 
Purim as a day of joy. Dancing and revelry can find no place when 
Death and Agony and Disease hold the: board. Yet withal it were well 
to call to mind the Purim Festival. It were well to recollect that these 
drab days of deepest darkness will pass away and the exhilaration of 
hope will take its place, which is traditionally associated with the anni- 
versary—nay, is that not, after all, the whole lesson and message which 
Purim has to bring us? 


HERE is, however, a call, topical rather than traditional, for us to bring 
Purim to mind, as, with the War-drum yet throbbing, the 14th of Adar 
comes round. For Purim and Peace are not unconnected and are not con. 
nected merely in the fact of their alliterativeness. The Megiliah, as we call 
the Book of Esther, ends on the note of Peace, telling how Mordecai sought 
the welfare of his people and spoke Peace to all his seed: May we not, 
just because it is Purim-time, turn our thoughts if only for the nonce from 
War, and the countless horrors of it, to a contemplation of the Peace that is 
to take its place when it shall have passed away from the bitter realities of 
life, when men will come to look upon it as upon some horrid haunting 
nightmare of the dark and dismal night which is gone? There is some- 
thing more, to be sure, than a mere Purim fancy in the suggestion. The 
exclusiveness with which men have been bidden to bend all their thougbts 
to War and the making of War, has not been altogether wise. Its unpre- 
paredness for War has cost England dearly in the desperate strife to which

is embodied in it. The exemption clauses, says Mr. MARSHALL, are of such 


a nature as to maintain the open door for those who immigrate to the States 
to escape religious persecution. It is gratifying to have such an opinion 
from one well qualified to give it, though the tendency which underlies these 
developments appears to us something less reassuring, especially in view of 
after-war possibilities. With all that Mr. MARSHALL told the interviewer 
on the growing richness of American Jewry, in all that makes for the 
essential Jewish life, we are in cordial agreement. America is undoubtedly, 
as he says, becoming a great jewish centre, and a centre in which there 
will doubtless grow a deep consciousness of its obligations to the rest of 
the race, 


In all the burst of savagery which was let loose from Berlin and has left its 
desolate mark over so great a tract of. the world’s surface, it is pleasing to

HENEVER the present writer has referred to the conflict in which 
this country bas engaged itself he has endeavoured to insist upon 
two main points. He has said that the true object to be kept in view is 
Peace, and that it must be a fight to a finish. ‘Lt is obvious that the finish 
must be the point at which Peace is assured and secured. As the terrible 
events of the War have rolled on the necessity for keeping these two points 
clearly before our eyes has been confirmed again and again. But it was 
never more necessary than now when, as seems generally conceded, we 
have reached the last phase of the War, when we are nearing a cessation 
of hostilities. That expression, ‘cessation of hostilities,” is employed of set 
purpose; for it is by no means identical with Peace. Therein, indeed, is the 
danger to be guarded against, that is the disaster from which we may well 
pray that the country we love and of which we are citizens may be shielded. 
If there be only a cessation of hostilities and there be not Peace as a result 
of ending the War, then the War, with its torrents of shed blood, and its 
uncountable spent treasure, will have been in vain and for naught. It will 
have been in vain and for naught unless we can secure by means of the 
War a sure and lasting Peace. 


a" ) secure for the world that lasting Peace everything will depend upon 
the manner in which Peace is envisaged. If the settlement come 
to is upon the lines of Diplomacy, the conventional lines which diplomats 
have always adopted, then the cessation of hostilities will be but the 
signal for preparation for the next war. We are out utterly to destroy 
Prussian militarism, as Mr. Asquith put it. But you can destroy 
militarism, as any other things of the spirit good or bad, only by depriving 
it of that upon which it feeds and becomes nourished. The staple aliment 
upon which militarism has grown strong and vigorous, is upon that doctrine, 
the creation of Diplomacy known as the Balance of Power, which from 
time to time for centuries in Europe has shifted, just as militarism has 
changed its centre from land to land.

Yet 
when the Jews teach the native tongue in their schools, their conduct is 
regarded as a species of high treason. This is a fair example of the political 
topsy-turvydom which passes for statesmanship among the Russian bureau- 
cracy, and we are not surprised that the Russian nation is bent at last on 
sweeping away the whole effete and mischievous system.

A Synagogue at Madrid,

MADRID. 


Spain is decidedly becoming a country of Jewish interest. The evening of 
February 3rd witnessed the solemn inauguration of the first synagogue in Madrid, 
the creation of the new Congregation which has been established in the capital of 
Spain. -The place of worship is situated 5, Calle Principe (second ficor), one of 
the most central streets of the city. It is not very large, but it offers ample 
accommodation for at least a hundred seatholders and is likely to prove sufficient 
for the needs of the community, at least for some time. The oratory offers a 
handsome and most dignified aspect : the ark, a fine piece of eighteenth century 
cabinet work, containing two Scrolls of the Law richly decked and adorned 
with silver ornaments; the curtain of heavy old crimson silk damask with 
a large Magen David in gold lace; the wall nangings, of the same gorgeous 
tissue, are gifts of Senor Alberto Salzedo, the distinguished banker from 
Gayonne (France), who settled in Madrid some half-a-century ago and 
succeeded in most difficult circumstances, and in Spite of almost insurmount- 
able diffculties,-in living as an observing Jew.

Jewish Tendencies in Poland. 


A CORRESPONDENT 
AMSTERDAM. 
The Assimilators have become alarmed at the strong unions formed by the 
Nationalist and Orthodox Jews in Poland They, too, have taken steps to form 
a league to counteract the formers growing influence. They beld at Warsaw a 
large meeting for the purpose, but their prospects of becoming popular with the 


Jewish masses are very weak. The Jewish leople’s Party, which played a 


prominent réle at the municipal elections, appeals more to the sentiments and 
aims of the Polish Jews. The Peoples Party adopted as its programme the 
defence of general democratic principles, as well as of Jewish religious, civic and 
national rights. The Party also recognises the Volish character of the country 
and records its sympathy with the demands of the Poles for autonomy 
and liberty. In particular, it empbasises its desire -to see that the 
Jewish quarters in all towns should provided’ with sufficient 
light and means of communication and that the municipalities should 
keep up the Jewish hospitals, admit Jews to municipal posts and industrial 
occupations, and place sufficient funds in the hands of the Jewish Educational 
Councils for the maintenance of the Jewish-schools. The party also demands that 
Jews should be allowed to rest on Saturdays and not be compelled to keep their 
businesses closed both on Jewish and Christian holy days, and that in municipal 
institutions Jews should be able to make themselves understood in Yiddish. 
RUSH FOR EDUCATION, 

The rush for education in Warsaw is increasing. Every society and institu 
tion is organising courses and classes. Among the most important coursés in 
existence is that opened for three hundred Melamdim who study there the teach- 
ing of Polish, Hebrew and Jewish ethics, in order.to equip themselves for the 
task of imparting instruction to the young. 


The Lodz Municipal Elections. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT 
PETROGRAD. 

The success of the Jews in the Municipal Elections at Lodz has been a heavy 
blow to the Poles. The Central Jewish Committee which united the Zionists, 
the People’s Party, the artisans, the teachers, and a section of the Chassidim, 
hardly expected such atriumph. At first the Committee endeavoured to come to 
terms with the Assimilating Party, but the latter proudly refused all overtures. 
The Poles, too, were approached by the Central Committee, but they adopted 
dilatory tactics in order to hold back the Jewish nominations, if possible, until it 
would be too late to hand them in. The Orthodox Committee indeed found 
itself out-manceuvred by the Polish tactics, and it was thus unable to submit its 
nominations. The Central Committee, however, succeeded in handing in 
its papers a few hours before the list was closed. In the end the Poles 
and Assimilators paid heavily for refusing the advantageous terms 
originally offered to them. The Orthodox Jews voted mostly for the 
ticket of the Central Jewish Committee. Six Assimilators were returned owing to 
their union with the Poles and the indirect system of voting, whereas the Central 
Committee secured in five electoral colleges twenty-two members. In the sixth 
electoral college two Poalei-Zionists and one member of the Jewish Workmen's 
Union, the Bund, were returned. The sx Assimilators also include two neo- 
Assimilators.

In competent Russian circles in Paris a great change is expected in the near 
future in the direction of Russian internal politics, namely, the retirement of 
Prince Golitzin in favour of M. Pokrovsky. The latter is now on leave because, 
as Minister of Foreign Affairs, he was in favour of granting the demands of the 
Duma as regards internal reforms and the choice of Ministers agreeable to the 
Duma. M. Pokrovsky’s appointment as Premier would signify a great triumph 
for the Entente policy and for the Duma. He is one of Count Kokovizeff's 
lieutenants, and is anxious for the gradual paving of the way fora new Russia. 
While thoroughly conversant with the methods of the bureaucracy and conscious 
of their power, he is yet alive to the just demands of the representative bodies in 
Kussia. As regards the Jews, he is particalafly acquainted with the demands of 
the financial world for wide concessions to them, and on his return from a mission 
to the Allied countries he took steps to acquaint the “spheres” that Russia's 
attitude towards Jews was not in harmony with the wishes and expectations of the 


Allies. 


A Hebrew Convention.

It supported 163 branches in the 
provinces, a soup kitchen in Lemberg, where over 1,500 meals were served daily 
free of charge, an industrial department which supplied employment to a number 
of young women, refreshment rooms at most of the railway stations for the 
accommodation of refugees, and the maintenance of over 500 children in four 
institutions, in addition to aid rendered privately for clothing, etc.

HE other day I came across the following in an article dealing with

Balkan confederation under international guarantees, a denationalised cross-road 
at the Dardanelles, a Britain which had become a federation of liberal states, and 
the United States with Pan-America at its back a stabilising force upon the rela- 
tion of the Powers. It is a world in which the old notions of independence, 
sovereignty, nationality are radically altered; a world in which the over-simple 
distinctions between “domestic” and “foreign” affairs no longer holds. The 
programme of the Allies is unworkable by men who bring to the task the old 
intellectual apparatus of siatecraft.” 
The details of this extract matter nothing, it is the underlying principle, 
the spirit of it, that counts. What the writer calls ‘the old intellectual 
apparatus of statecraft,"’ is Diplomacy with its Balance of Power which 
has already in this our time cost the world this War, and which if it 
prevail will rob the world of the Peace for which the Allies drew 
the sword. That Peace is the establishment as a principle appli- 
cable to all of Freedom, Liberty, and Justice. It is the result of 
the War which alone can crush militarism. If Freedom, Liberty, and 
Justice fail, fhen militarism will triumph; and with the latter triumphant 
and the former crushed, the outlook which for humanity is fearful, for 
Jews and Judaism is impossible. That is why we Jews have a charge upon 
us to urge as we can, and where we can, that the end of the War shall not 
be merely a cessation of hostilities but shall be Peace. 


ND the relation of all this to Purim? Merelyatext. For the final words

A Synagogue at Madrid. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
MADRID. 


Spain is decidedly becoming a country of Jewish interest. The evening of 
February 3rd witnessed the solemn inauguration of the first synagogue in Madrid, 
the creation of the new Congregation which has been established in the capital of 
Spain, The place of worship is situated 5, Calle Principe (second ficor), one of 
the most central streets of the city. It is not very large, but it offers ample 
accommodation for at least a hundred seatholders and is likely to prove sufficient 
forthe needs of the community, at least for some time. The oratory offers a 
handsome and most dignified aspect : the ark, a fine piece of eighteenth century 
cabinet work, containing two Scrolls of the Law richly decked and adorned 
with silver ornaments; the curtain of heavy old crimson silk damask with 
a large Magen David in gold lace; the wall nangings, of the same gorgeous 
tissue, are gifts of Senor Alberto Salzedo, the distinguished banker from 
ayonne (France), who settled in Madrid some half-a-century ago and 
succeeded in most difficult circumstances, and ia spite of almost insurmount- 
able difficulties, in living as an observing Jew. M. Melamed, formerly 
of Paris, a Bulgarian by birth, acis in the honorary capacity of Cfiazan, and 
M. Alcheli, of Salonika, temporarily fills zealously and with great tact the office 
of Gabbai. Besides these gentlemen, there is a salaried Shammas appointed by 
the congregation. | 

The congregation is perhaps the most picturesque in all European Jewry. It 
is formed of members bailing from eighteen diffefent countries, among them 
Argentina, Mexico, and Ilersia The great majority are Sephardim, but there 
are also some Aslikenazim Most have come to Spain seeking there a refuge 
from the war: a few had resided in "Madrid before its outbreak, but isolated. not 
even knowing eachother. Itwas not easy work tounite the Stragcling, incoherent, 
widely different elements for a common purpose To have accompiished 
this end is in the first place due t6 Professor Yahuda. He had alsoto lay the 
lesa! foundation of congregation, which was not a smole matter, and 
necessitated long and complicated negotiations with the authorities, whose 
approval of the statutes and authorisation of the opening of the oratory had to be 


solrcited. Professor Yahuda waited on the Ministerial departoients concerned, 


tne 


the Governor of Madrid, and the President of Police, and succeeded in gaining 
their sympathy One of the speakers at the inaugural cercmony, a consiant 
witness of Dr. Yahuda’'s activity, felt and affirmed that he was not guilty of 
exaggeration. when he called that scholar the Manasse ben Israci of the new Jewish 
settlement in Spain. He was efficiently aided by the first Committee of the con 
gregation, the Yahidim, Senones Salzedo, Jose arache, a British citizen from 
Gibraltar {who has been. established for many years in Madrid Montias, 
formerly of Brussels, a descendant of a long line of learned and famous Spanish 
ancestors: Melamed and Alcheli Kraus, of Buenos Aires, one of the most 


indefatigable workers for the congregation and a generous contributor. to. the 


initial expenses , Eliakim and Ange! 


The ceremony began with the Maariv service, during which the Darmi zvah 
of Master Leon Yehuda Montias was celebrated with a!! the-traditiona!l rites and 
amidst deep emotion, as this was the first barmuzvah openly solemrised in Spain 


since 1492. When the youngest member of the new congregation had completed 
the rea ling of his portron of the Law, his pro‘ession of faith, and his neat and 
touching little speech, Prof. Yahuda 8tepped forward anJj ajdressed the assembly 
briefly, but most impressively, in Spanish. He dwelt on the historic importance 
of the event that signifed the restoration of Jewish Iie in Spain alter an 
interruption of 425 years, which -strikingly proved the continuity of Jewish 
historicity and bore out once more the claim of Israel to be an “eternal people.” 
He evoked the great names of the glorious Hispano-Jewish epoch, Ibn Gabrrol, 
Ibn Gayat, Yehuda Halevy, Ibn Ezra, Moses Maimon, and the tens of thousands 
of holy martyrs who bore witness to their faith on the rack andin the midst of 
the flames of the-pyre. He showed the great change that had taken place 
in the soul of the Spanish nation and contrasted it forcibly the 
constancy, the immutability of the Jewish ideals of Juttice, Peace, 
Brotherhood, and Charity, in one word, with those high morals of the Prophets 
for which Israel has ever lived, for which our sub'im?: martyrs heroically died, 
and by which we are determined. to stand as long as there remains one s ngle con- 
scious and fai:hful Jew onearth. After Prot. Yahuda, Dr. Max Nordau eloquently 
spoke in French, which is understood by all the members ct the Congteyation. 
Then the ceremony ended, leaving a deep and undoubtedly last'ng impression on all 
those that took partin it, 

On the following Sunday week the first wedding ceremony was performed in 
the new Synagogue, M. Esquenazi, of Constantinople, being married to Mlie. 
Annie Zweininger. A beautiful Chiéppah waserected and profusely adorned with 
fresh flowers. All the touching traditional rites were strictly observed. The 
celebrant was Prof. Yahuda. He was assisted by Srs. Salzedo and Farache, and 
M. Melamed, who in a‘few pathet'c words pointed out to the young couple the 
romance and solemnity of their opening a new era of Jewish family life in Spain.

Mr. Louis Marsha!l on Zionism, Immigration, and 


Judaism in Ametica, 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
New York. 

In the course of an interview whch Mr. Lotis Marshall as President of 
Temple Emanu-el recently accorded, that gentleman was asked to express bis 
views on Zionism, in consequence of the statements made in antagonism to that 
movement by Drs. Kaufman Kohler and David Philipsonm at the Conference o 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations. . 

While repudiating the suggestion that the learned gentlemen re‘erred to had 
declared war against Zionism, Mr. Marshall said : 

I never have been, and am not now, an anti-Zionist. I have never expressed myself 
adversely to the movement. Onthe contrary, | have from time to time spoken in its 
defence. Some eight or nine years ago I wrote an article in the American Israelite in 
which I took issue with Mr. Schiff, whom I hold in the greatest reverence, in respect to 
views which he then expressed on the subject. There are so many shades and brands 
of Zionism that it is evident that Zionists do not agfee among themselves. In common 
with the late Dr. Schechter, I have had the greatest sympathy with the cirltural Zionism 
of “ Achad Ha'am”™ and D-»bnow, and have been interested in the establishment of a 
Jewish spiritual centre in Palestine. My attitude toward Ziopism has been expressed 
not only in words, but in Cesds aswell. I was one of the organisers of the Jewish Agri- 


cultural Experiment Station, founded by Mr. Aaron Aaronsohn for the purpose.of 


developing the agricultural resources of Palestine. I was also one of the trustees of the 
Polytechnicum which was established at Haifa through the munificence of Mr. Schiff. 
At the time when what has been termed the language controversy arose in respect to 
that institution, when the German directors sought to eliminate Hebrew as the language 
of instruction, I took a decided stand in favour of the viaintenance- of Hebrew, and 
subsequently, when steps were taken to dispose of the property of the Polytechnicum 
and to acquire it on behalf of the “ Hilfsverein,” | was unspariog in my criticism of those 
who were responsible for that action. It is tru: that I have never joined any Zionistic 
organisation. To me Judaism as a religion is the highest interest. The fact that our 


peop!e gave to the world the Bible and the concept of Monotheism is their great merit, 
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and has placed the world under eternal obligations to them. 


spiritual gift, the preservation of Jewish ideals has been, and shoald continue to be, our 
mission, 


Mr. Marshall was particularly indignant at being charged with being an 
assimilationist,

sistentiy opposed intermarriage, though there are many Zionists who have yielded to its 
sediurctions. I have unintermittingly fought the conversionists, both in and out of our 
ranks, and yet I know of many Zionists who are either Atheists or Agnostics, and who 


have no interest in that which has made of Judaism a wor'd force. 


As to the Immigration Bill which Congress has just passed over the veto of 
the President, Mr. Marshall declared that 

He was happy to say that the Bill as passed, although containing the objectionable 
literacy testis, so far asthe Jews are cencerned, more favourable than any of the Bills 
which have heretofore been passed and vetoed. The exemption clauses are of such a 
mature as to maintain the open door for who came to this country to escape 
religious persecution, whether, it was practised by over-tact or by means of discriminatory 
laws and government regulations. 


“Tam not at all pessimistic with regard to American Judaism,” continued 
Mr. Marshall. “ On the contrary, I am satisfied that American Jewry is becoming 
more Jewish with every year.” 

America is becoming the great Jewish centre ‘he said|. We have here Jewish 
libraries, seminaries, Yeshiboths, and a literature ot our own. We have created the 
jewish Encyclopedia, and have translated the Bible into English. We gre about to 
transiate the lewish classi S, and nave a jewish Historical society a Publication Sox ety 
and other kindred institutions. Jewish life is being cultivated in every corner of the 
land. Jewish consciousness is becoming more marked 
with others, undoubtedly contributed to this rejuvenation 


[Turning finally to the Jewish Congress, Mr. Marshall expressed the fervent 
hope that “ we should act as one.” ‘For my part,” he said, “come what may, I 


shall do whatever lies within my power to do té bring about the emancipation of 
the Jews in those lands where they are still in exile,”

Jewish Tendencies in Poland.

AMSTERDAM. 
The Assimilators have become alarmed at the strong unions formed by the 
Nationalist and Orthodox Jews in Poland They, too, have taken steps to form 
a league to counteract the former s growing influence. They beld at Warsaw a 
large meeting for the purpose, but their prospects of becoming popular with the 
Jewish masses are very weak. The Jewish People’s Party, which played a 
prominent réle at the municipal elections, appeals more to the sentiments and 
aims of the Polish Jews. The Peoples Party: adopted as its programme the 
defence of general democratic principles, as well as of Jewish religious, civic and 
national rights. The Party also recognises the Polish character of the country 
and records its sympathy with the demands of the. Poles for autonomy 


and liberty. In particular, it emphasises its desire to see that the 
Jewish quarters in all towns should be _ provided’ with sufficient 
light and means of communication and that the municipalities should 


keep up the Jewish hospitals, admit Jews to municipal posts and industrial 
occupations, and place sufficient funds in the hands of the Jewish Educational 
Councils for the maintenance of the Jewish schools. The party also demands that 
Jews should be allowed to rest on Saturdays and not be compelled to keep their 
businesses closed both on Jewish and Christian holy days, and that in municipal 
institutions Jews should be able to make themselves understood in Yiddish. 

RUSH FOR EDUCATION, 

The rush for education in Warsaw is increasing. Every society and institu- 
tion is Organising courses and classes. Among the most important courses in 
existence is that opened for three hundred Melamdim who study there the teach- 
ing of Polish, Hebrew and Jewish ethics, in order to equip themselves for the 
task of imparting instruction to the young. 


The Lodz Municipal Elections. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT... 


PETROGRAD. 

The success of the Jews in the Municipal Elections at Lodz has been a heavy 
blow to the Poles. The Central Jewish Committee which united the Zionists, 
the People’s Party, the artisans, the teachers, and a section of the Chassidim, 
hardly expected such atriumph. At first the Committee endeavoured to come to 
terms with the Assimilating Party, but the latter proudly refused all overtures. 
The Poles, too, were approached by the Central Committee, but they adopted 
dilatory tactics in order to hold back the Jewish nominations, if-possible, until it 
would be too late to hand them in. The Orthodox Committee indeed found 
itself out-manceuvred by the Polish tactics, and it was thus unable to submit its 
nominations. The Central Committee, however, succeeded in handing in 
its papers a few hours before the list was closed. In the end the Poles 
and <Assimilators paid heavily for refusing the advantageous. terms 
originally offered to them. The Orthodox Jews voted mostly for the 
ticket of the Central Jewish Committee. Six Assimilators were returned owing to 
their union with the Poles and the indirect system of voting, whereas the Central 
Committee secured in five electoral colleges twenty-two members. In the sixth 
electoral college two Poalei-Zionists and one member of the Jewish Workmen's 
Union, the Bund, were returned. The sx Assimilators also include two neo- 
Assimilators.

As regards the Jews, he is particnlaftly acquainted with the demands of 
the financial world for wide concessions to them, and on his return from a mission 
to the Allied countries he took steps to acquaint the “spheres” that Russia's 
attitude towards Jews was not in harmony with the wishes and expectations of the 
Allies.

A Ban on the Russian Language.

PETROGRAD. 


The Inspector of Public Schools in Volhynia having discovered that ina 
number of Chedarim in his district the Russian language was included in the 
curriculum, he thereupon issued an order to the teachers that all such institutions 
were to discontinue the teaching of the Russian language, and that in no circum- 
stances were they to attempt to spread a knowledge of the Russian language 
among Jewish children. 


The German Rule in Poland. 


The New York Times of January 28th printed a long and graphic, and what 
is described as the first authentic account of life in Poland under its occupation 
by the Germans. The report deals largely with the sufferings of the Jews in 
Vilna, as to which the narrator, himself a Jew of that city, who is now in New 
York, states :— 


There is no comparison between the Russian treatment of the Jews and that which 
we have received at the hands of the Germans. The German authorities subject us to 
constant inquisitions; the German soidiers strike and beat our people on the streets. 
When Brusiloff broke through the Austrian lines in the south in June, and there was for 
a long time apparent readiness on the part of the Germans to evacuate the city ata 
moment's notice, all the Rabbis directed their congregations to pray for the speedy return 
of the Russians, 

On the second day of the German occupation, while long lines of German artillery 
were passing through the streets, a shell jolted out of a caisson and exploded in the 
street. Crowds of the population were iining the kerb, watching the progress of the 
invading army, and a Jewish boy was killed by fragments of the shell. His mother burst 


into tears, whereupon a German officer said jestingly: “That would never have 
happened under the Russians, for they had no shells. We can afford to drop them in 
the streets.” 


There was in Vilna a Jewish cemetery 200 years old, which had become the centre 
of many-traditions, and was deeply venerated by the whole community. The Germans 
turned a number of broken-down horses into it to pasture among the graves. The 
itussians had always respected it. There was a Jewish old men’s home where the aver- 
age number of deaths in time of :peace was ten or twelve a month. When the Germans 
commandeered the food in the city and began to dole it out to the population the reduced 
nourishment began to tell on the old men, and the death rate leaped to ten a week. 
When this happened, the leaders of the Jewish community begged the German 
Commandant to allot a somewhat larger port: on of bread to the home. ‘‘ What's 
the use was his response. ‘They re only old men; they'll die soon, anyway. 
Much better give them poison. 

The feeling against the Jews seems to have two Bae a bases—the belief that they 
are acting as spies for the Russians and the have 
stores Of money which they will : veup. A party of 1,200 lows were Perens away 
to work outside of Vilna, at the end of last summer, being paid thirty pfennig--a little 
over seven cents. per day.

priced at 1, 2 and 3 marks, about forty cents. 


B’nai Brith Presentation to Mr. Morgenthau. 


Mr. Henry Morgenthau, the former American Ambassador to Turkey, has 
been presented with the B'nai Brith gold medal, awarced “to the man who has 
done the most for Jewry during the year.” Ex-President Taft and other speakers 
of wide prominence joined in praise of Mr. Morgenthau's services te the cause of 
Israel. About four hundred persons were. present. The medal is inscribed as 
follows: “Presented by Executive Commitiee, 1.0.B.B., to Hon, 
Morgenthau for Services to his {-esnligion! sts. 


The Mount Sinai Hospital, New York. 


The high cost of food, drugs, and labour had an adverse effect last year on 
the finances of this great Jewish hospital. The deficit caused thereby amounted 
to 44,000 dols. The milk bill alone exceeded that of the previous year by 7,000 
dols. The extent of the hospital's work may be gathered from the fact that the 
expenditure for the year was over 529,000 dols. The larger contributions 
mncluded 165,000 dols. from Messrs. Guggenheim Brothers, which brings up to 
559,000 dols. their donations to the Pavilion fog’ priyate, patients.

AN INTERESTING EXPOSE, 


GERMAN PROPAGANDA AMONG AMERICAN JEWS 

Some months ago we published an advertisement warning our readers that 
the American Jewish Chronicle, which had then been started in New York, 
had no connection whatever with this journal. The reason for our taking that 
step was not merely because a newspaper had been established in the United : 
States with a name similar to that of this journal. There was little chance of the 
publication being mistaken for or confounded with this one. The title, although 
similar, was sufficiently distinctive, while the format and contents of the new 
paper were entirely different from those of the JEwisH CHRONICLE. But we felt | 
it necessary to dissociate ourselves from this particular publication because of the 
information that had reached us as to its nature and purpose. 

The fact that a gentleman was editing the American Jewish Chronicle, who 
when he lived in England, as he had done for some years up to the early months 
of the war, was an occasional contributor to our columns, rendered our repudia- 
tion all the more necessary. We had not, however, then sufficient facts to justify 
the suspicion which we entertained, that the real object and purpose of the paper 
was tocarry on German propaganda in the United States among our coreligionists 
under the guise of catering for Jewish interests. 

The Americana Hebrew of the 2nd ult., which is only just to hand, however, 
contains an article by Dr. N. Syrkin that gives some curious facts and revela- 
tions in regard to the American Jewish Chronicle and the purpose that was in 
view when it was started in New York. Dr. Syrkin's article is only part of the 
story, which was to have been continued in a subsequent contribution to our con- 
temporary. We learn, however, from the issue of the American Hebrew of the 
9th ult., which reached us at the same time as the previous issue, that owing to P 
the crisis between America and Germany that had developed, and the breaking off 
of diplomatic relations between the two countries, our contemporary, for reasons 
that will appeal to all Jews as eminently wise and considerate, did not pursue the 
story of the American Jewish Chronicle. 

From the article in the American Hebrew of February 2nd, we learn that 
the proprietor, or, as he is officially termed, “the President and Treasurer,” of 
the American Jewish Chronicle—Dr. Isidore Strauss—was a prominent member 
of the “ Komitee fiir den Osten” in Germany, and he became virtually a repre- 
sentative for that “ Komitee" in America. As such he was proclaimed at at least 
two public meetings in New York. | He appears to have arrived in New York in 
the company of Dr. Dernburg, and, besides starting the American Jewish 
(htronicle, has been in negotiation for the baying up of certain organs of the 
American Yiddish Press. Now, who and what is Dr. Isidore Strauss ? 

THE COMMITTEE FOR THE EAST. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the war, we are informed, the organisation of 
which, as we have already mentioned, Dr. Strauss is a member, was established 
in Berlin and obtained a considerable membership. Dr. Syrkin calls attention 
to the fact that, although this organisation is a Jewish one, the word “ Jewish” is 
carefully eliminated from its title. Lat the parpose of the organisation was to 
win over the sympathies of the Jews and of their Press in neutral countries—par- 
ticularly of course in America—to the German cause. It was also an object of 
the organisation to shield German Jewry against the possible influx of Russo. 
Polish Jews from conqucred territory after the war, and to re-adjust the Jews in 
conquered territories, and better their condition ‘in such a manner as to assimilate 
them gradually into German knowledge and culture.” 

The “Komitee ” was composed of the wealthiest and most influential Jews of 
Germany, and from the Jewish point of view, was as anti-nationalistic as, from 
the German point-.of view, it wasnational. There were a number of Zionists upon 
the “ Komittee,” notably Professor Warburg, Dr. Hantke, Justizrat Dr. Boden- | 
heimer, Dr. Franz Oppenheimer, and Hermann Strick, 

These gentlemen had soon presented to them the alternative either of relin- 
quisbing their membership of the “ Komitee” or withdrawing from their connec- 
tion with the Zionist Organisation. So far as we understand from Dr. Syrkin’s 
article, Professor Warburg and Dr. Hantke withdrew from the “ Komitee,” while 
Dr. Bodenheimer resigned his Directorship of the Jewish National Fund and 
occupies a high Government office, as also does Dr. Franz Oppenheimer, while 
Hermann N. Strick is apparently the only Zionist figuring in the “ Komitee.” 

THE COMMITTEE'S ACTIVITIES. 

A publication of the “Committee for the East” called Merkbilatt es , 
Komitees fiir den Osten, printed in November, 1915, and marked “ Veriraulich ” 
(confidential), after explaining that the “ Komitee " was established for the.pur- 
pose of serving the Central Powers through its knowledge and relations with the 
Jews of the East and all neutral countries, goes on to say that it “launched its 
activities on the assumption that after the victory of the Central Powers an 
essential relief in the situation of the Jews of the East will begin.” On the other 
hand, it explained that the winning over of the Eastern Jews must “also mean a 
parallel strengthening of the German spirit in the East.” Then follows this some- 
what startling statement, which clearly refers to Dr. Isadore Strauss. 

“We commenced our activities,” says the Merkbiatt, “by sending to America 
one of our gentlemen wio has been active there in close connection with the 
Imperial German Ambassador, Count Bernstorff, and the State Secretary, 
Dr. Dernburg, to win over the Ghetto masses, who come mainly from Russia, 
and to win over their Press. His educational work in the ‘ Lusitania’ case 
among others which won comment just and favourable to Germany in the 
Yiddish Press, almost alone outside the German Press, called forth vivid 
acknowledgment particularly on the part of the Imperial Ambassador, Count 
Bernstorff, at Washington. . . . This work is being continuously prose- 
cuted. In addition to this, we have developed a well-ramified (? Jewish) Press 
activity in Germany and in the neutral countries.” The remarkable document 
winds up with some reference to the settlement of Jews in the conquered Polish 
provinces, by insisting that it would not be in the interests of either the Eastern 
or the German Jews, that after the war there should be an immigration from 
Poland, and that the objects of fhe “ Komitee” must be the pressing forward of 
such measures as will bind the Jewish? population of Poland “ firmly to their 


home-land.”

Because the 
list Of membership gives the name of Dr. Strauss, of New York City, among the 
members of the “ Komitee” who are in the service of the German Government, 
while the Jist contains no other American address. The evidence could not 
possibly be more. complete, that the American Jewi.h Chronicic, started by 


Dr. Isidore Strauss, was founded for the purpose of German propaganda 
among the Jews of New York. 


The editor, whom Dr. Strauss chose for the Awicrican Jewish Chronicle, 
and who still acts in that capacity, isa gentleman—Dr. S. M. Melamed—who 
is well-known in certain circles in this country. He was a resident in London for 
some years before the war, and it is with deep regret that we have to adi that 
a little while before the war he became a naturalised British subject. 

Whatever may be said of the methods pursued by Dr. Isidore Strauss 
and the “‘ Komitee fiir den Osten,” it must be remembered that he, and they, are 
German citizens. The case of Dr. Melamed, however, comes under a totally 
different category. 


Board of Deputies. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of the Board of Deputies, just published, states that a total 
of 143 deputies were returned at the last election, as compared with 132 in the 
previous session, 

The report, no doubt as a consequence of the war, is less voluminous than in 
past years, gives a number of cases of hardship in which the ERoard has interested 
itself, and deals with several minor matters of domestic interest dealing with 
foreign affairs. The report mentions that the . 

Conjoint Foreign Committee have been almost exclusively engaged during the year 
in the consideration of the many grave questions arising out of the war which affect the 
great Jewish communities of kastern Europe, The special branch established to deal 
with these questions has proved of great vaiue, not only in collecting information, but in 
acting promptiy on any emergencies that arise. Its main work, however, has consisted 
in paving the way for a happier future for our Eastern coreligionists after the war, and in 
this connection the important measures which have beer adopted will, it is believed, 
prove a complete fulfiiment of the pledge given by Mr. Alexander to the Boa d 
two years ago. 

It is pointed out that “for obvious reasons” it is still impossible to publish 
anything like a detailed account of this work. Bat a summary of one of the 
reports presented to the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board 
was published, and this “affords a fair idea of the scope of the work of the 
Special Branch.” The report expresses the view that the outlook for the Jews 
and Russia is not without hopefulness. 

The great Liberal forces inthe country, which are represented by the Moderate 
Bloc in the Duma and the Council of State, have pledged themselves to a solution of te 
Jewish question on emancipation lines, and the necessity of such a policy has even been 
recoznised by a section of the Reactionaries. There is, indeed, reason to believe that 
but for the complicated Parliamentary situation, a measure tor dealing with certain of 
the disabilities which press most hardly on the Jews would have been presented to the 
Duma at the beginning of the present session, 


Oa the subject of the Kumanian Jews it is stated that the consequerces of ° 


the entry of Rumania into the war, s> far as they affect the Jewish population of 
that country, have been carefully studied by the Conjoint Committee, and the 
Beard is assured that “appropriate action has been resolved npon.” 

During the autumn, ramours reached the Committee of anti-Semitic excesses in 
Rumania, but fortunately they proved to be exaggerated. The Rumanian Jews, like 
their Russian brethren, have rallied to the cause of their country with the utmost 
enthusiasm and public spirit, and this has not been unappreciated by the Romanian 
organs of public opinion. The war has, of course, caused much sufferiag to the poorer 
communities, and in some districts this has been aggravated by the harsh difierentia! 
exactions of the authorities; but, on the whole, there is mo reason to believe that the 
Jews of Rumania have suffered very much more severely than their non-Jewish fellow- 
countrymen, 

The statement is added that negotiations have been set on foot for a resump- 
tion of the Conferences with the Zionists, which have been in abeyance since 
June, 1215.

Karaite Critics of the Mishna. 


LECTURE BY DR. HIRSCHFELD. 

Dr. H. Hirschfeld delivered a lecture last Sunday, at Jews’ College, on 
“arly Karaite Critics of the Mishna.” Dr, A. Bichler presided. 

lu the first part of his lecture, Dr. Hirschfeld dealt with some parchment 
fragments which he had discovered at the British Museum, containing various 
extracts from the Mishnah. Those had been copied by a Karaite who attached 
disparaging remarks to each paragraph. From the appearance of the leaves and 
interna! evidence, the lecturer showed that they contained autograph notes of Nissi 
b. Noah, and were written about the middie of the #:nt/: century. These fragments 
thus represent the oldest specimens of the Mishnah text known. The second 
part was devoted to the Karaite Joseph A} Basir, who lived at the beginning of the 
eleventh century, and who likewise attacked the oral law. A fragmertof one of 
his works, also preserved in the British Museum, containsa lengthy quotation from 
one of Saadjah’s lost treatises in defence of the oral law, and denouncing the 
speculative method of the Karaites in matters religious. This fragment has thus 
preserved relics of two important works, illustrating the struggle of Rabbanites 
and Karaites in its eorlier stage. The lecture will be published in full in the 
Jewish Ouarteriy Review. 


A discussion followed in which Dr. A. Mrrmorstein, Mr. J. Mann, M.A., 


and the Chairman took part. 

Dr. SAMUEL DAIcuEs, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman (which 
was seconded by Mr. S. Teff, B.A.), said that history had passed its judgment on 
the Karaites. The Karaites failed. The Karaites did not understand the poetry 
of the Bible. They did not understand the life-giving power of Jewish tradition. 
To the Karaites the Torah was stony. The Karaites could not succeed. In 
modern times we also have Karaites. But, while the ancient Karaites had the 
knowledge of Judaism without the understanding of it, the modern Karaites have 
neither the knowledge nor the understanding of Judaism. Many of our modern 
Karaites are cranks and faddists. It is only a pity that any twaddile spoken by 
those faddists is so faithfully reported in the Jewish Press. Why meaningless 
words and incoherent empty phrases should be so conscientiously presented tothe 
Jewish public is a matter for wonderment. However, in theend, modern Karaism 
would fail just as old Karaism failed, only more ingloriously.

OBITUARY. 


MR. HERMAN ROSENTHAL, 

The death bas occurred, in-New “York, of Mr. Herman Rosenthal, the noted 
jewish scholar, who passed away suddenly in bis seventy-fourth year. Mr. 
Rosenthal was a native of Courland, and, when only sixteen years of age, trans- 
jated into German several of Nekrassov’s poems. Later, he founded a daily 
paper at Kiev, the Zarya, and became corresponding member of the St. Peters- 
burg Society for Promotion of Culture among Russian Jews. For the purpose of 
founding colonies in America for Kusso-Jewish immigrants, Mr. Rosenthal went 
to the United States in 1881 and succeeded in establishing colonies in Louisiania 
and South Dakota, taking also a prominent part in the administration of the 
Woodbine, N.J., settlement. In 1894 he was appointed by the United States 
Government Chief of the discharging department of the Immigration Bureau at 
E\lis Island, and in 1898 he was made Chief of the Slavonic department of the 
New York Public Library. He co-operated on the Editorial Board of the Jewish 
Encyclopedia as Chief of the Russian Department. 

Mr. Jacob Schiff, in paying tribute to Mr. Rosenthal, describes him as “ the 
best and highest type of the Russian-American Jew, a man of great culture and 
knowledge.” “Now that Herman Rosenthal is no more,” concludes Mr. Schiff, 
“I feel the world to be poorer but better because be lived in it.” 


MISS ESTHER MYERS. 


Miss Esther Myers, the late Headmistress of the Gravel Lane.Council School, 


died on Saturday, after a long illness, at her residence, 142, Walm Lane, 


Cricklewood. Miss Myers originally entered the teaching profession at the 
Jews’ Free School, where she had been educated, and held her position at Gravel 
Lane for over thirty years. She retired at the end of 1914 owing to failing 
health, and the esteem and affection in which she was held by the pupils, past 
and present, the teachers, managers and others connected with the schcol, was 
demonstrated by a series of presentations made to her on the occasion.

Those who were privileged to enjoy the acquaintance of Miss Esther Myers 
wi.l_gegard her passing as a personal joss. Few workers in East London exercised 
greater influence over the risirg generation. For many years Miss Myers reigned 
as a sort of uncrowned queen in a densely-populated district, and her pupils 
reached the second generation. [Endowed with a rare graciousness of manner, 
endless patience and supreme qualities.of tact and understanding, she brought to 
bear upon her work a rich store of experience. Herself a lady to the finger-tips, 
she imbued in all the children under her care a high tone and a keen sense of 
duty. She kept in the closest touch with the intimate lives of her charges and 
was acquainted with the parents of nearly allof them. Theextentof her iniluence 
was shown on one notable cccasion, when an explosion occurred at the domestic 
training centre attached to Grave! Lane School. No one was hurt, but the pre- 
cincts of the school were immediately thronged by a crowd of anxicus mothers. 
The school-gates were closed and the police had great diflicully in controlling the 
crowd. It was only when, at their solicitation, Miss Myers mounted the wall and 
assured the women that no child had been injured, that they went away satished, 
and what might have been an awkward incident was satisfactorily disposed of. 
Her interest in her pupils extended long after their schcol career had closed, and 
a week seldom passed but she received a visit from scme old girl, celighted to 
continue the aflectionate relations that were always maimiained. This connection 
was developed by the foundation of the Gravel Lane Old Girls’ Guild which, 
under Miss Myers's chairmanship, provided many delightful oppcrtunities of 
social intercourse between former pupils and their beloved headmistress. She 
succeeded, also, in interesting in the school and ils many activities a number of 
outside workers. She possessed a troop of friends, and on many occasions public 
tribute was paid to ber valuable services. Her retirement a few years back did 
not mark the close of ber former associations, thoygh ill-health prevented ber 
from devoting as much time as she would have wished to the scene of her previous 
associations. In her the community and the scholastic world have lost a talented 
and gracious personality, who will be widely missed and whose memory. will be 
lovingly treasured. 

KAPHAEL.—Mr. John N. Raphael, the weil-known journalist, died in 
Paris last week. He was “Percival” of the Referee, Paris Correspondent of the 
Bystander, and since the outbreak of the war had contributed to the Daiiy 
Telegraph a series of sketches of Paris life, under the heading of “The Human 
Side.” Mr. Raphael also wrote articles for the monthly magazines and adapted 
French plays. He wasa native of London, was related to the well-known family 
of financiers of the same name, and was a member of the Maccabeans, at whose 
dinners he frequently amused the company with humorous recitations,

Our community will be astonished to hear that a sudden fever of 
offences has broken out amongst our juveniles, and that there is a 
considerable increase of Jewish juvenile 


oftenders since the beginning of the war. 

As the offences committed by Jewish 
boys and girls ar¢-unhappily growing week 
by week, it behoves our community to apply 
themselves seriously to this problem, so that 
these young lives may be prevented from 
sinking into.a life of habitual crime. Apart 
from the wrecking of these young lives, there 
is the besmirching of the good name of our 
people. 

Our representative had a talk upon this 
subject the other day with Mr. Meyer A. 
Spielman, H.M. Inspéctor of Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, and Chairman of the 
Hayes Certified School. 

JUVENILE CRIME. 

“I know that the general term af 
‘juvenile crime’ has been used to describe 
offences committed by children,” said Mr. 
Spielman, “but that term is too harsh, and it is exaggerated. Personally, 
] would rather use the term ‘juvenile delinquency ’ for offences committed 
by the ‘wayward or neglected’ child. A recent publication of statistics 
bearing on ‘crime’ reveals a remarkable change. For while adult crime 
has diminished very largely, as a direct outcome of recruiting for His 
Majesty's Forces, there is a considerable increase in juvenile delinquency. 
There is no mystery about this—the facts are well-known; and, I may say, 
that the acuteness of the problem! is giving some concern to the authorities. 

‘As regards adalts, those habitually given over to vices and criminal 
offences have—because of the war—had their evil propensities repressed. 
The "Army, it can safely be said, what with physical training, the open-air 
life, and regular discipline, has made men of them. But as regards 
children, the opposite is true. 1 am afraid that the war has not given them 
the moral uplift that some would fondly hope.” 

THE CAUSES. 

What do you think are the causes for the increase in juvenile delin- 
quency, as you term it ? 

“Undoubtedly the causes at the base are: (1) Parents and children 
are olten better off than they were ever before. They have more money now 
to spend, and this usually goes to waste and leads them on to commit offences, 
in order .to procure money for further wasteful pleasures. 


THE SCHOOLS AND THE TEACHERS. 
(2.) A number of Elementary Schools have unfortunately been com- 


maudeered by the Army as hospitals and barracks. Hence, what is known 
as the “Double Shift System’ had to be introduced; 1.¢., one set of 
scholars come in the mernings and another set in the afternoons. Conse- 
quently many children have a good deal of vacant time on band, and it is 
not to be wondered at that they lapse into certain excesses, which, udder 
normal corditions, they would not have the opportunity of committing. 

(3.) A good many male teachers, especially the young and active, bave 
joined the Colours. They have always wielded a strong, .moral influence 
over the children, and in many cases the control of the teacher has extended 
tothe home. Many children were afraid of committing certain offences, 
for fear lest these acts. should get to the-ears of their teachers. A large 
number of teachers also formed a band of social workersin clubs, brigades, 
and other societies, outside the schools; and together with other social 
workers, are away on military duties. 

(4.) The darkened streets have stimulated boys to petty theft. Steal- 
ing in markets and from barrows has become a common practice in 
certain districts. The pickpocket revels in the crowded thoroughfares, 
especially now that they are dark. 

(5). Many of the fathers who could control their children are away. 
And, in a good many instances, the mothers have had to go out to work, 
and some of them frequent the public-house. The children are thus left 
at home without any supervision or control, and so they generally run wild. 

THE GENERAL UNREST. 

(6.) The general spirit of unrestin the country has doubtless heightened 
the sensitive spirit of the enterprising child. Heis the ringleader of raids and 
riots on alien shops, and very often does not stop to discriminate between 
friend and foe in the general looting. Being a seller of newspapers or 
engaged in street-trading, he only too readily picks up the crude, vulgar 
morality of Lis elder gutter companions. The coarse, bloodthirsty 
advertisement hoardings and the thrilling adventurous excitement of the 
* pictures,” attract his eye and set the lowest appetites on fire. The wide- 
spread dislocation in tride and business has disturbed the mental balance 
nf the juvenile. He thirsts for still greater excitements. And if he has 
sent the wherewithal to procure his wonted sensational enjoyments, he 
* begs, borrows or steals’ to satisfy the craving.” 

THE ALARMING INCREASE. 
* Another striking result that the figures reveal is that while there has 


been an increase in the number of boys charged, there has been a decrease in.

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The boy criminal, however, is a rarily, because he is too young to 
understand; moreover, the offences committed are, as yet, comparatively 
trivial. And even these so-called ‘crimes’ would not have been committed 
if he had greater opportunities for physical exercises and in-door games, 
such as the more fortunate boy and girl enjoy. 

Juvenile delinquency,” proceeded Mr. Spielman, due to 
applied energy and to overcrowding in slums. And I am firmly convinced 
that until the slums; are cleansed, or ate made to disappear, that these 
offences will always continue to act as a cancer in our social system. No 
better proof for my argument exists than in the remarkable difference io 
the children of the suburbs, where such delinquency is scarcely existent. 
l reiterate that the slums of the towns are mainly responsible for the moral 
corruption of the children. This statement has the powerful endorsement 
of Mr. Charles E. B. Russell, Chief Inspector of Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools, whose views, I should add, I’ have already largely quoted, and shall 
continue to do so, because I agree with them.” 


THE PICTURE-PALACE PERIL. 
[1)9 you consider the picture palace a great source of danger to tLe 
child? 


1s 


' The pictures’ undoubted!y have their dangers, but they should not 
be exaggerated. It is true that he is there sometimes presented with false 
ideals, with crude ideas of right and wrong, with unhealthy exci{ement 
scenes of robbery and violence, aud occasionally with distorted views of sex 
morality. Itis questionable, however, whether the effect is very lasting ; 
moreover, these things are exceptional. He can get plenty of it, too, in the 
‘penny dreadfuls.’ Needless to say, these cinematograph performances have 
a fascination for the child, the lure being so great that he is not tired of going 
night after night. And in orderto‘ get in’ (if he is without money) he is even 
prepared to steal—not infrequently from the gas-meters. Bat under proper 
control, the films could exert a great educative influence if the visits were 
supplemented with teaching and testing. In any case the value of the 
cinema for educational purposes is largely limited to ‘ pictures’ of travel, 
adventure, scenery, industrial processes, mechanical construction, and 


historical pageants.” 


WHY NOT THE BIRCH? 

Yes, I know,” said Mr. Spielman, when our representative suggested 
that the children’s home environment could not be left out of account," the 
child is rarely entirely to blame—it is more sinned against than sinning. 
Where certain parents were irresponsible before the war, they are even 
more so since. You cannot expect the perfect child to be reared. in an 
euvironment where parental responsibility is lightly held, or where there is 
sheer incapacity. But still the great majority of parents, of course, can and 
do rear their cbildren well. I am here dealing with the very small minority. 
Let me here add that the magistrates at the Children’s Courts do not take 
sufficient advantage of the power to order juvenile offenders to be birched. 
At present the birch is only administered for certain offences, but if children 
were to know that the birch is a general punishment, they would think 
twice before eommitting some of the offences of which they are guilty. 
Another method, which might he tried more frequently, is the fining of th> 
parent. Where I am confident the magistrate is in error is when he pu's 
a child on probation after a second serious offence or in case of a bad 
home; in either event the. child should be sent to an Industrial. or 
Reformatory School. 

When the child leaves school at fourteen, and seeks employment in the 
various occupations, a complete collapse often sets in of all those influences 
which have been so useful to him in the past. His sudden rise to freedom, 
the sharp contact with persons much older than himself, the vacant leisure 
time, and the general sense of irresponsibility have replaced contro! and 
discipline—he has become practically abandoned. Shouid he learn a 
skilled trade and join acluboran evening continuation school, there is hope 
for him. -but if-he seeks unskilled employment and has no opportunities 
for decent recreation, such as physical exercises and indoor games that 
I mentioned before, can you wonder that he is inclined to launch out in 
every direction ? "’ 

THE “DANGEROUS” PERIOD. 

“ What he wants at the “dangerous period,’ the adolescent age, is 
sympathetic control. Hence, he should be induced to join Lads’ Clubs, 
lads’ Brigades, the Scout Movement or similar organisations which find 
recreation and eccupation for boys in spare time. And, instead of over- 
lapping, all these different societies ought to co-operate, so that if the lad 
should take a dislike to any one, the other should take him in hand. 
Ladies, who understand and sympathise with him, would certainly not be 
out of place in the various social institutions that I have outlined. A 
strong, federated organisation, then, is needed so that the children should 
be well looked after 

The best way of dealing with the first offender, generally, is to place 
him under a probation officer, and there is no reason why a woman, 
provided she were sufficiently discriminating, tactful and sympathetic, 
should not act as such. And if he committed an offence again, he should 
be liable to be placed under the probation officer once more. Of course, 
for more serious offences the birch should be administered for boys from 
fourteen to sixteen. Corporal punishment in Reformatory Schools is oftea 
found necessary to reform boys, and so the birch for youthful delinquents 
would work wonders. If the unfortunate child happens to live in a bad 
environment, of course no other resnit than a bad product is to be expected. 
He should then be committed to a school, but, as Mr. Charles E. B. Russell 
rightly says: ‘A fair home is better than a good institution.’ ”’ 


THE JEWISH CHILD-DELINOQUENT, 
How about the Jewish child ? | 
“ I know it is a proverbial saying amongst our community that Jewish 
parents look after their children, Unfortunately, I am sorry to have to say 
that this is no longer universally the case. Comparing our class of child 


with those of theReformatory and Industrial Schools, I find that in nearly 
every case statistics show at a disadvantage to our community. Here are 
the figures: We have 107 Jewish boys at the Hayes Industrial School, 
twenty-two at the Netherton Reformatory School, and sixty girls at Monte- 
fiore House. Taking the figures for Great Britain (excluding Ireland), 
out of 260,000 Jews we find we bave ‘7 per mille of the Jewish popula-

Jewish children loosely scattered in similar schools in the country, making 
a total of say 200. The proportion works out therefore at nearly ‘8 per 
milie. But for the general population it is only ‘6 per mille. Taking 
the sixty Jewish girls alone would show a proportion of ‘23 per mille, 
whereas the girls of the country show a proportion only of ‘15 per mille. On 
the other hand, reckoning only the Jewish boys of the Netherton Reforma. 
tory School, together with at least eight boys in other schools, making a 
total of thirty, the proportion works out at ‘12 per mille, as compared with 
“14 in the country. These figures obviously only deal with these schools, 
and not with the charges brought before the Children's Courts. A reduc. 
tion in the figures, however, of only a small number would equalise the 
comparison. Hence foo much importance should not be attached to these 
figures. Considering that there has been a decrease in offences committed 
by girls, I have naturally had very little to say about them. 

“I have had to visit the London County Council places of detention 
at Ponton Road, Pentonville Road, and Harrow Road,” said Mr. Spielman 
in conclusion, “and I have frequently been struck at the considerable 
number of Jewish children at one or other of these institutions. I don't 
know if it is generally known that if a parent wishes to object to his child 
going to a Christian school, it isin his power to do so, but he does not 
always seem to take advantage of the opportunities afforded nim."’ 

THE HAYES CERTIFIED SCHOOL, 

It will interest our readers to learn that at th: Hayes Certified School 
the pupils have for some time enjoyed a form of local self-government ; 
a Juvenile Tribunal tries all lesser faults committed in school. At present, 


however, they are without a judge. None of the older boys are fit, and the 
younger boys are too young. The Superintendent is at present acting 


temporarily as judge. The clerk of the court and seven jurymen have 


been chosen by the pupils. The innovation is very successful. One can 
say no other about “ Hayes” than that it is well-managed and successful, 
and that the Jewish children are in good hands.

on the surface to leave God out of account altogether. 
is not even mentioned throughout the entire chronicle of events, Yet the 
hoger of God is clearly traceable in the wonderful chain of circumstances, 
leading up to a moment when the fate of an entire people, irrevocably (as it 
seemed) given over to destruction, is suddenly reversed by an unseen hand. 
In place of destruction, enlargement and deliverance spring up, as if from 
nowhere, in the dark watches of the night. For, note the turning point in 
the affairs of Israel. It came one night when the king’s usual slumbers 
deserted him. It was a night big with fate, because plans which could 
scarcely miscarry had been made for the execution of Mordecai on the 
following morning. (ueen Esther had laid her plans, too, to overthrow 
Hamano’s traitorous designs on the following day. "ut had these succeeded 

in any circumstances they would have been too late to save Mordecai; 
and if too late, what heart would the (ueen have had for her dangerous 
enterprise ?—they would have succeeded by natural means. It was 
necessary that there should be an interposition of Divine Providence which, 
while saving Mordecai from his impending fate, could not be mistaken for 
the mere results of human effort. In the struggle between the Jews and 
their persecutors, God allows His human agents to take such measures as 
would seem necessary to compasstheir ends. But at 

THE CRITICAL MOMENT 
in the struggle He takes things irto His own hand. The Divine govern 
ment of human affairs seizes upon the time when mortals, given over to 
sleep, do nothing and are powerless to act. He robs the king of his 
accustomed sleep. In the natural course of things there was nothing to 
account for this sleeplessness. Ahasuerus had feasted and caroused during 
the day and might be expected to sleep the more soundly in consequence. 
sut unable to banish waketulness, he calls for the royal chronicles to be 
read to him, and the reading lasts till morning breaks. Instead of soothing 
him to slumber, the recital has the effect of engaging his wakeful attention. 
Among the mass of dry details of which such chronicies would be made up, 
he alights upon an occurrence of startling interest, which banishes sleep 
altogether. He is told that Mordecai had saved his life from a dastardly 
plot. What reward, he asks, bas been rendered for such signal services ? 
His servants are compelled to answer that they have not been requited. 
Perhaps it was thought that there was no need to requite the’ services of 
so obscure a person. Honours and rewards were reserved for courtiers, 
men of princely rank like Haman. To the king they seem well 
worthy of honour, but only at this fateful moment does the 
thought strike bim. No idea of reward had dawned upon the 
royal mind when Mordecai's patriotism was first brought to the 
king’s notice by Esther. It is impossible not to recognise the Divine 
working in this strangely postponed recognition. It came now, just when 
it was most needed to turn the tide in the attairs of the threatened 
Israelites.! And now that the Divine mercy had intervened in the drama, 
note the rapidity with which events hurried forward to their predestined 
consummation. Thereis no need for the king to send for Haman; the 
break of day finds the great minister already in the royal ante-chamber, 
waiting for the moment when he can hurry to the king and obtain 
permission to hang Mordecai. His impatience to be revenged on his 
enemy proves his undoing. Full of confidence, he enters the king's 
chamber, and with absolute assurance of his proud position, he advises 
Ahasuerus © what shall be done to the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour.”” The king's decision to confer all these honours on the 
hated and despised Jew was not only a terrible blow to Haman’s pride 
but to his hopes of carrying cut his larger designs. If he proved 
powerless to injure Mordecai, might he not also 
FAIL: DESTROY THE. PEOPLE 

of whom Mordecai was the chief representative ? With regard to Mordecai, 
to whose side possibly some sinister influence at court had won over the royal! 
sympathies, everything had been wonderfully changed; the royal robes for 
the felon's garb, the king’s horse for the hangman's gallows, the public 
plaudits for the people’s execrations. What if, at the last moment, his other 
schemes should be similarly turned against himself! “In the hour of his 
prosperity he had said, I shall never be moved” (Psalm xxx., 6); but he 
felt less confident as he returned home from the great procession, dejected 
and covered with confusion. And his hopes must almost have been dashed 
to the ground when the members of his own household confirmed his worst 
fears. It was with sad forebodings of what the future might have in store 
for him that he was hurried forward by the King's messengers to the second 
banquet. And as the tyrant’s fears- of failure grew more alarming, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the Jewish hopes of deliverance grew stronger. 
His people saw Mordecai, who was working to save them, covered wilh 
honour and glory.- That was a fact which much have filled them with 
gladness. In the words of the 30th Psalm, which the Rabbins apply to

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this event, the Jews of Shushan cried out: ‘‘ Thou hast trans- 
formed my mourning into dancing, Thou has loosed my sackcloth 
and girded me with gladness.” True, the royal decree, con- 
demning them to slaughter, was still impending over them, 
and such decrees, according to the laws of the Medes and Persians, were 
irrevocable. But if God now-willed that they should be saved, as Mordecai 
had been wonderfully saved, had they not good reason to hope that the 
hour of their deliverance was already striking? Events now marched 
forward with startling rapidity. When he entered the banqueting-chamber 
the royal favourite was rushing to his doom. Esther's appeal for her people 
sealed his fate immediately. Her request and petition involved no small 
issues, She had to plead for the entire Jewish people.; It was a greater 
deliverance than that from the bondage of Egypt, which would have left 
the Israelites alive in any case (Esther vii., 4). And it involved the salva- 
tion of the Jewish religion as well, for Haman had declared war against the 
Jewish laws (Esther iii., 5). Those laws were now safeguarded from 
attack, and their empire extended over the proselytes to Judaism which 
Purim brought into the fold. In bringing all this to pass Esther and 
Mordecai were largely instrumental, but they would have been powerless 
to avert the fate hanging over Isracl but for the intervéntion of Providence 
on the night when the king could not sleep.

\Vhy Not Shorten Passover This Year? 


From Mr. PHILLIP SHAPERO, Leeds. 


Sir,—In these strenuous times, when circumstances are oppressive, and 
subsistence becomes a mathematical problem, we are compelled to grope about 
for-a means of ameliorating our strained conditions. 

We are now confronted with the problem of Passover. This festival, 
occupving eight days, has always entailed a much higher cost of living, creating 
a great deal of anxiety, for those of our Jewish GCemocracy whose incomes are 
not equal to cope with the strain. To-day it isan even more,difficult question. 
Look, for instance, at the staple fSod necessaries— fish, meat, eggs, matzo—and 
note the tremendous increase in price! It is appalling to inflict such a difficulty 
on a stricken people. Yet, to suggest that this festival could rightly be reduced, 
Say, to two days, instead of being prolonged to the usual eight, would incur the 
disapprobation of our theological fraternity and they would, of course, denounce, 
with much vehemenence, such heterodoxy. 

Passover is a remembrance of historical events—an era in the progress of our 
mation. Personally, 1 strongly advocate the commemoration of events in our 
past history and urge that these facts must always be inculcated. But lam firmly

of opinion that the healthy development of our religious thought would receive 


additional stimulus if we relinquished much of its stringency. I therefore suggest, 
without any compunction—feeling confident as I dothbat lam voicing the senti- 
ments of the majority of Jews—tbat Passover, this year, and as a war measure, 


should consist of two days only, thus enabling us to cope with the abnormalities 
ofthe times. Ido not think that by so doing we should transgress our religious 


ethics.

ADJOURNED ANNUAL MEETING. 
. The adjourned annual meeting of the Elders was held on Tuesday in the 
Vestry Room of the Bevis Marks Synagogue. Mr. Eustace A. Linpo, the Vice- 
President, and subsequently Sir Francis A. MONTEFIORE, the President, pre- 
sided. There were also present : 

Dr. Lionel Barnett, Messrs. David V. Nunez da Costa, Ronnie Gubbay, Judah D. 
Israel, Joshua M. Levy, Eustace A. Lindo, M. A. N. Lindo, E. L. Mocatta, Charlies E. 
Sebag-Monteftore, Edward H. Pinto, David A. Romain, C.C., and David S. Sassoon. 

The usual votes to officials and institutions were granted. 

In connection with the annual grant of £10 to the Jewish Soup Kitchen, Sir 
FRANCI3 MONTEFIORE said that he had read in the Jewisu CHRONICLE that 
soup was distributed to Russian Jews who bad not enlisted. for service in the 
forces. He was certainly of the opinion that soup should not be given to people 
who would not fight. (Some Dissent.) 

Upon its being pointed out to Sir Francis that in the House of Commons 
that afternoon the Government announced that it would deport those friendly 
aliens who refused to enlist in the British Army, the President withdrew his 
objection to the grant, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Davip Romatrn, C.C., moved that the Mahamad should report on the 
numbers of Sephardic Jews in prisons and hospitals in order that they might 
decide whether their annual grant was approximate to the needs of their con- 
gregants who came under the care of the United Synagogue Visitation Committee. 
The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. ROMAIN further asked the Mahamad to increase the annual grant to the 
Sephardic Congregational Schools from /50 to £75. He deplored the erstwhile 
attitude of the Elders who had been more ready to subscribe for a new carpet in 
their vestry room than for the educational requiremenisof the young. In fact, he 
said, they appeared to care more for the soles of their feet than for the souls of 
their children. 

Dr. LIONEL BARNETT Said that the Mahamad were prepared to agree to the 
motion, 

Mr. CHARLES E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE inquired how many children of their 
own congregants attended the East End School, and how many children of sister 
congregations, and a!so whether there were any children without education at the 
present moment, and why if the school were able to carry on under the existing 
arrangements any additional grant were needed. 

Mr. ROMAIN explained that 75 per cent. of the children attending the East 
End School were Sephardis, and they were examined yearly by the learned 
Haham. The additional grant was needed so that the income might be secured 
instead of the Association having to gather it in by pence collections, the system 
which at present obtained. The motion was unanimously carried. 

It was decided to admit Mrs. Flora de Jacob Levy as a Yehida and to co-opt 
Mr. Cansino, Manchester, as an Elder. Trustees of the landed properties of the 
Montefiore Endowment, Ramsgate, and additional Trustees of the Rophe and 
Barbados Synagogues’ Trusts were appointed. 

Mr. Epwaro H. Pinvre asked the Mahbamad whether they had any report to 
make upon the application to become a Yahid, which was referred to them at the 
last meeting, of a gentleman of Bulgaria, who had stated that be was naturalised. 

The SECRETARY replied that the gentleman in question had been written to, 
but no reply from bim had been forthcoming. 

Dr. LIONEL BARNETT said that the Mahamad had considered the application 
of three gentlemen who were of enemy origin, being Turkish subjects from 
Bagdad, and who desired to beccme Yehidim. He asked the opimion of the 
Elders upon the desirability of placing their applications on the agenda 

Mr. Konnie Guesary said that in India, Jews from Bagdad were not treated 
as alien enemies, and in fact, to his knowledge, two gentlemen from Bagdad had 
received papers of naturalisation from the Imperial Government since the 
outbreak of war. 

It was decided that the Mahamad should enquire into the attitude of the 
authorities towards these persons. 

A protracted discussion upon the arrangement of graves in the Golders 
Green Cemetery ensued upon the motion of Mr. Ronnie Gubbay to amend an 
Ascama dealing with the subject.

THE EDUCATION OF FUTURE CONGREGATIONS, 

The annual meeting of the Governors was held on Wednesday atthe School, 
Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE presided. - 

Mr. MONTEFIORE moved the adoption of the balarce-sheet, and remarked 
on the fact that they bad been obliged to withdraw 410) {rom their Deposit 
Account 

Mr. P. S. Wary, the Treasurer (fro tem.), explained that this was due to. 
their having instituted additional Hebrew and Keligion Classes, out of school 
hours, the cost of which appeared in the balance-sheet. 

Mr. J. TRENNER thought that the United Synagogue might be approached, and 
a grant {rom them obtained. He pointed out that their School provided faturce 
congregations for the United Synagogue, and that as the United Synagogue 
contributed to Jews’ College for the training of ministers, they should also 
contribute towards the education of the congregations of the future. 

It was agreed that Mr. Trenner should suggest the matter in an unoflicial 
way to the Council of the United Synagogue, of which he is a member. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE then read, and moved the adoption of the annual report, 
which states in part: 

Owing to the a of obtaining an Instructor on account of the War, the. 
class on metal work has had to be discontinued. Ose ofthe boys has gained a Junior. 
County Scholarship, and one of the girls a Trade Scholarship, which entities her to two 
years’ training in a Trade Schoo!. Cricket and net-ball have been played by the boys 
and girls respectively in Regent's Park. The boys did extrentely well at the Sporis of 
the Association, carrying off many prizes, and securing the secend place in the competi- 
tion for the Shield. Owing to the War the Football Club has had tobe suspended. 

The school company of Girl Guides continues to be popular, although just at 
present the Company is without a Captain, and would welcome the services of any lady . 
who is able to volunteer to lead them. A company of Cadcts has teen formed in the 
boys’ schoo] under the command of Lieut. R. Weinstock. About fifty boys have joined, 
The girls have again made knitted garments for the Queen Alexandra Field Force Fund, 
and the elder girls made thirty Belgian kits in connection with the L.C.C. scheme for 
providing clothing for Belgianand Serbian orphan children. The Committee would be 
giad to receive the names of all Old Boys who are serving, in order to prepare a com- 
plete list. Several past pupils have contributed to the school funds, a fact which the 
Committee value far above the mere amount thus obtained oa account of the grateful 
appreciation it manifests in pupils of the school,

On bis retarn to England he worked as assistant medical officer at bradford 
Infirmary, and as first assistant medical officer at St. Marylebone Infirmary, a 
post he resigned to go to Edinburgh, where he took his F.R.C.S. In 1912 Dre. 
Stiebel went out to South India to work for the Salvation Army as a medical 
missionary at the Nagerco! Hospital. While there, during the cholera epidimic 
of Christmas 1912-13, he formed and became leader of a band of eleven Indian 
medical students who called themselves “ The Cholera Brigade,” and who visited 
the very poor, without fees, within an area of two miles from the hospital. Later 
he took charge of the Salvation Army hospital at Anand Guzerat, which post he 
resigned on being given a commission in the Indian Medical Service. Immediately 
‘war was declared he offered his services, went to Alexandria, the Dardanelles 
(Mudros), and later to Mesopotarnia.

Russian Aliens and Military Service. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S DECISION. 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Sir HENrY DALZIEL asked the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer whether His Majesty's Government were in a 
position to make any statement with regard to the liability for military service of 
friendly aliens of military age resident in this country. 

Mr. Bonar Law: His Majesty's Government are [fully alive to the hardships 
which result from the calling up of British subjects of military age in localities 
where there is a large alien population. Negotiations are at present proceeding 
between His Majesty's Government and the Russian Government, and I am glad 
to announce that the principle that the same treatment should be given to the 
subjects of both nations, namely, that men of military age should be given the 
choice either of joining the military forces of the country in which they are 
resident, or of returning to,their own*country for military service, has been 
agreed to. (Cheers) The details are still under discussion by the Russian and 
British Governments. but it is hoped soon that full agreement will be reached. 

Mr. DiLLon: Are they not to have the choice, if they are political refugees, 
of going to some other country ” 

Mr. Bonar Law: I think they are being dealt with very fairly in being given 
the option of residing in our own country. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. KinG: When will the Government be in a position to say whether 
legislation will be introduced or not ? 

Mr. Bonar Law: If the hon. member had followed my answer he would 
have seen that negotiations are not completed. Until they are, no answer can be 
given. 
ALIENS \N THE EAST END. | 

A conference of representatives of East London Borough Councils, !ocal 
tribunals, and the London County Council wis held on Tuesday in the Bethnal 
Green Town Hall, to consider a resolution passed by the Bethnal Green Local 
Tribunal calling attention to the large number of male aliens enjoying immunity 
from military service. 

Mr. W. J. Lewis, Mayot of Bethnal Green, who presided, said that the 
matter was of peculiar importance to East London. They asked for nothing that 
was not in the interest of the country, and they made no attack on any race or 
religion. Men had to sacrifice their litle businesses or their smal! factories to 
serve at the front, and neighbours of foreign parentage stepped into their places 
and reaped the reward. It was an evil that required remedying. 

Sir E. Smitu (L.C.C.) moved a resolution embodying this view. Mr. H. 


Morrison, M.P., the MAYorR OF STEPNEY, the MAYOR OF POPLAR, and others 


supported the resolution, which was carried unanimouslf. 

A deputation was appointed to interview London Members of Parliament on 

the subject, with a view to a deputation to the Home Secretary. 
IS HE RUSSIAN-BORN,? 

At Old Street Police Court on Tuesday, David Cohen, 36, was charged on 
remand with being an absentee. 

When the case was first before the Court, Lieutenant West said that the 
prisoner registered himself as born in Stepney in 1580. When called up he 
appealed and was granted extension. He made two further appeals for time, and 
now claimed to be a Russian subject. 

The prisoner's father said that the prisoner was born in Russia, and was only 
four years old when he came to England. 

The prisoner, in answer te the magistrate, said that he did not want to go’back 
to Russia. : 

The Magistrate.— We do not want you here if you are not going to do your 
duty. If you succeed in proving that you are of Russian nationality, 1 shall do 
my best to get you sent back. 

Lieut. West said that he had twenty similar cases. He pointed ont that the 
prisoner was so anxious to get exemption that he applied for exemption before he 
really came under the Act. | 

The magistrate fined the prisoner 410, and ordered him to be handed over tc, 
an escort. 


The Peace Debate and a Prophet.

Sir,—Apropos of last week's Peace debate in the House of Commons, in 
which the passionate yearning for Peace, together with the strong conviction of 
the apparent necessity of waging war came out so prominently, it might be 
interesting to point out that 2,500 years ago the prophet Jeremiah gave expression 
to both these ideas. | “ 

Towards the conclusion of his prophecy against Philistia (Chapter 47), in 
which he speaks of the coming destruction of that land, Jeremiah says (verse 6) : 
“ © sword of the Land, how long wilt thou not be quiet? Put up thyself into thy 
scabbard, rest, and be still.” But he at once continues (verse 7): “ How canst 
thou be quiet, and the Lord hath charged it (the sword) against Askalon and 
against the sea shore? There hath he appointed it.” At first the prophet utters 
a passionate cry for peace, for the replacing of the sword into its scabbard, but 


immediately afterwards he expresses the idea that, if visitation is to come upon. 
nations, the sword must do its work, Out of the words of verse 7 we can hear. 
the heart-rending sigh of the prophet at the apparent necessity of the work of the. 


sword. We believe we hear Jeremiah say, peace ought to be possible, but man 
does not deserve it yet. The yearning for Peace and the idea of the apparent 
impossibility of getifng it are nowhere so pithily and so forcibly expressed as 


in the two verses just quoted, It is in the Bible that we find the maximum of.

MANCHESTER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.2 


The twenty-fifth annual report has been issued. The report states in part :-— 
The finances of the Board continued to give great anxiety during the year. Asa 
result of the high prices and the unusual! scarcity both of cattle and poultry, the number 
of these killed kosher was considerably below that of the previous 
SHECHITA year. The total revenue for the year from al! sources amounted to £3,053 
BOARD. Ihe general expenditure amounted to £2,920, and included cost of free 
divine services, grants to officials, and free burials. With the present 
liabilities there is a deficiercy of £337. As aresult of several communal conferences, 
a Jewish Communal Council was formed, and a preliminary form of laws agreed upon 
as a basis for guiding the election and constitution of the first Council. The Board con. 
tinued to contribute towurds the extra cost of Kosher food for interned aliens hai ing 
from Manchester and Salford. When in February. 1916, it became « ompulsory for every 
lien to register, the Executive communicated with the Chief Constable, and succeeded 
in oO: laining his consent to set up special branch Registration Offices in the three 
residential districts under the auspices of the Board. Great as was the task; by the 
systematic arrangements and the practical methods employed by the Board, it was expedi 
tiously and satisfactorily carried out and received the special commendation of the Chief 
Constable. The Board likewise concerned itself with the matter of extension of time for 
those men who were liable to be called up during the Feast of Passover, as 
also with the leave of Jewish soldiers not on active service. The efforts made in bot! 
lirections were very successful. ~The general working ot the Shochetim and sealers is 
satistactory, both ritually and systematically. he board, realising the hardships which 
the continued increase in the cost of living must entail upon the officials, has, during 
the past year, again voted a further advance of 15 which, with a similar advance of 
salaries in‘1915, made a total of 30%, paid to them as a war grant. The sum of £225 
was paid to the Central Synagogue Burial Board towards free interments during the past 
year. There are fifty-tv representatives of twenty-two constituent synagogues. 


The annual meeting was held on Sunday. Mr. Lb. Krell, President, presided. 
Mr. L. RUBENSTEIN submitted the annual balance-sheet, which showed a total 
income of 4556. and an expenditure of /41' The sum 
IEWS BENEVOLENT of 4459 had been granted as loans, and /415 had been 
SOCIETY, received as repayment of loans. A number of boys and 
young ladies had acted as honorary collectors and had 

brought in a total sum of ¢ 54. 
Mr. Evi Fox said that the financial statement was in every way satisfactory 
One important feature of the Societv was that all work, such as secretarial duties 
and collecting, was done voluntarily by energetic and zealous workers. The 


Society had so far been maintained mostly by the poorer classes by means of 


small weekly subscriptions, but he hoped in future the wealthbier=classes ‘would 
ass.st their efforts by substantial contributions, 

The annual report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

Mr. Louis Rubenstein, the retiring Treasurer, was the recipient of a testi 
monial in the shape of a framed and illuminated address “in recognition of 
valuable services rendered to the Society as Treasurer for the past four years, 
during which time he had. zealously discharged bis duties and had shown much 
energy in collecting donations for the Meat Fund.” " 

The Rev. M. M. Cowen, in making the presentation, said thatit wasa godly and 
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goodly work which was carried on by the Society, and the part performed by Mr. 
Rubenstein was written large in its annals. It was most gratifying to find so 
young a man takitig his share of communal obligations, for in addition to that 
particular sphere of acticn, Mr. Rubenstein was also actively associated in the 
work of other communal institutions 

Mr. Levy Davis proposed a vote of thanks to the Rev. M. M. Cohen for 
making the presentation, and to those members of the clergy who had attended 
the meeting. He also eu'ogised the communal services rendered by Mr. Ruben- 
stein. Rabbi Astitr responded on behalf of the Clergy 

Mr. RUBENSTEIN thanked the Committee for the testimonial and expressed 
his willingness to continue his interest inthe Society. Hesaidthat he was greaily 
indebted to the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Olanitskie, for the kind assistance he had 
always rendered. 

A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. and Mrs. B. Seideman on the recent 
death of their son, Maurice, who was killed in action 

Mr. SEIDEMAN, in returning thanks, said his son's effects were being divided 
among a few institutions, and he was presenting a ledger to the Society

Sir,—There’s good news for Manchester! We have got another burial 
ground! For the last few weeks, posters in the Jewish quarter have announced 
the glad tidings that a certain congregation has “ purchased a suitable plot of land 
for the purposes of a cemetery, within easy reach of the town,” and inviting all 
and sundry to become members on most advantageous terms. This is about the 
ninth burial ground we possess—we shall soon have a Minyan—so Manchester 
Jewry cannot be charged with a lack of consideration—for its dead. 

No doubt the particular congregation which is responsible for the latest 
addition to our cemeteries thought itself, from its own point of view, justified in 
the step it has taken, in order that it may becomea full-fledged “ independent” 
synagogue. Lut one may reasonably ask: Wo we require so many burial 
grounds even for the fairly large Jewish population which Manchester possesses ? 
i think the answer must be in the negative: This state of things arises from the 
mistaken notion that a synagogue does not consider its functions complete unless 
itis able to bury its members in ground of its own, just as it seats them ina 
building of its own. Watch the glee and satisfaction with which some worthy 
folks will inform you that, “Thank God, at tast we have got a Beth Hayim of our 
own!” and their happiness reaches a climax if they can announce a little while 
later that they have added a few more acres to their cemetery. Hence the multi- 
plying of cemeteries and the waste of energy and money. Each cemetery must 
be drained, enclosed with a substantial brick wall, provided with a Tahara 
bouse and other paraphernalia, beside requiring its own set of officials. In addi- 
tion to the thousands of pounds which are invested in these acres of land (may 
they long remain vacant'), their maintenance must require a large expenditure of 
money, which could be better utilised in other directions —say Hebrew education, 
‘or instance. | 

It is somewhat unfortunate that our synagogues are so isolated from one 
another ; each exists in a watertight compartmentof its own, asit were. It would 
be far better for the community as a whole if every institution were to look upon 
itself as being part of a corporate body, and not merely as a separate unit. One 
longs for the advent of the long-awaited Communal Council to regulate our affairs 
and introduce cohesion and co-ordination of effort in our midst. 

lt is to be hoped that, as far as cemeteries are concerned, we shall now say 
Dayenuenough! Let Manchester Jewry be distinguished rather by the 
multitude of its “live” institutions than by a plethora of burial places.

Ifis hoped that this new departure will do something to bring to 
the fore the real interest which the community is taking in the country’s welfare 
at this supreme juncture of its existence.

more than our expenditure, and hope to be able to pay off some of the liabilities. The 
workers have sent in a demand for a substantial increase of wages. We have sent a 
copy of the demand to the wholesale clothiers, and they asked us to meetthem. A 
deputation did go, but we were told that they could not go into the matter with us until 
they had settled with their workers on the same matter. Negotiations are still going 
on between the wholesalers and the workers, but a settlement will shortly be reached, 
when we expect to meet them on their demand. You can rest assured that what the 
workers demand will have to be granted, and it depends on you not only toget an 
increase to pay that, but also for your own increased cost of living and materials.

Presentations and Some Figures. 


From “PROVINCIAL.” [To THE Ep1Tor.] 


Six.—In your issue of Friday last I read of about half a dozen public presen- 
tations, and I am given to understand, on good authority, that one of these 
presentations has cost the particular community that made it something like 
£1,000, not including the sum spent on the gathering made by the recipient, and } 
dresses, postage, taxis, etc. 

A little time ago £160 was collected by a provincial congregation for their 
“Reverend” on the occasion of his son's Barmitzvah. This same town contri- 
buted about the same amount, 4160; for the relief of the victims of the Kishineff 
Pogroms. There were, I believe, something like 20,000 victims; and, / 160 divided 
among them meant slightly over one halfpenny each. Whilst the reverend 
gentleman, with a good salary and a comfortable home, was evidently 76,800 
tumes in greater need than that of any one victim of Kishineff. 

Now, Sir, to apply. the same rough calculation to the sum spent on the one 
presentation recorded in your journal, £1,000, we arrive at the following startling 
figures. Assuming that the congregation contributed to the Funds for the Relief 
of the Jews in the Russian War Zone at the same rate (and there is reason to 
think this is the case, from experience), we find that the 41,000 they contributed 
works out at the rate of ,.ths of a penny for each hungry, homeless Jew, counting 
the sufferers at 2,000,000 roughly (I imagine this figure is much lower than the 
actual figure; but I am giving the very lowest estimate in each case). My brain 
staggers at the difficulty of working out the actual fraction of a penny nett which 
the congregation, that contributed £1,000 to their “ Reverend” with a good salary 
and a comfortable home, handed over, reluctantly, to the Jewish war-sufferers. 

I refrain from commenting on the degradation of public presentations and 
all the beslavering of one another that it involves. It is as nothing, however, in 
comparison with the more appalling degradation, that there are Jews in Great 
Britain who are satisfied to give to our most wretched brethren, whose state can- 
not be described for horror, in a period of two and a half years of the most awful 
war in history, an infinitesimal fraction of a penry to live on, while, at the same 
time, they gladly give “ Presentations” of a like sum, in buik, to that contributed 
to the Russian Jews Fund, to one “ Reverend ” alone. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs. 
> 


Reports have been received from the Emily Harris Home for Jewish Working Girls’ 
and from the Brady Street Club for Working Lads. The Secretary of the Working Girls’ 
Club states, in part:—The history of the Home has been satisfactory. Unfortunately 
we cannot say the same of our financial position, even though the girls resident in the 
ctub have voluntarily raised their payments in proportion to their increased earnings. 
‘the shilling fund mentioned last year only produced £159 I4s. In December we were 
alarmed at the size of our deficit, which was rapidly reaching £1,000. Three friends of 
the Home promised to subscribe £25 each if forty-seven more contributions of the same 
amount could be obtainéd. We are appealing at once, and have so far succeeded in 
obtaining nine donations of £25 each, besides various smaller sums, bringing the total 
up to £284 93. If mene f we could enlarge our list of annual subscribers, the report for 
1917 might then possibly be distinguished by the absence of our perennial lameprtations 
and woetul pleadings for special he'p! Instead, we should be able to work with renewed 
hope and encouragement. 

With reference to the effects of the war on the work of their club, the Secretary of 
the Brady Street Club states: — Up tothe present two hundred pastand present managers 
and members are known to be serving in the Forces, but it is certain that there are very- 
many of whom no information has yet been received, and who are nevertheless “ doing 
their bit.” The Committee is pleased. to record its appreciation of the efforts made by 
members in organising “a Comforts Fund" for those on active service. Up to the 
present nearly £30 has been collected from members and over one hundred parcels have 
been sent to various of the world. One of the members, H. Goldstien, received

“CONCERNING PRAYER.” 
If we pray, why do we pray ” 


Do we pray from habit, or is our prayer an 
act of faith? Do we really believe that God answers us when we call on Him in 
truth’ If God knows what is good for us, and He has the power and the will to 
respond to what we deem our needs, why should we trouble to pray to Him to 


point out our wants and dictate the answer we wish? If the matter rests with 
ourselves alone, if we are absolutely free agents to do good and to avoid evil, why 
should we pray to God for His help to follow virtue and to shun sin? When we 
pray, do we try to influegce God, or ourselves ? 

It may be that the present upheaval is largely responsible for the direction of 
Our attention to the fact that the whole conception of prayer is full of such 
perplexing questions, but quite apart from the impetus the consideration of the 
subject may receive from the great war, % serious investigation into the nature, 
difficulties, and value of prayer is always timely. 

“Concerning Prayer ” (Macmillan)is a volume in which a lady, three laymen, 
two parish clergymen, two clerical dons—all Anglicans—a Wesleyan theological 
tutor, a Congregational minister, and an American professor belonging to the 
Society of Friends, have put forward some thoughts which are the result of a 
sustained corporate effort to clear up their own ideas on this important matter. 
They hold that frank discussion between men and women inheriting different 
religious traditions, and matual criticism in an atmosphere of spiritual fellowship, 
seem to help the individaal to a wider and deeper vision than he would be capable 
of attaining alone. Believing, therefore, that they have themselves learnt much, 
they hope that they may be found to have something to offer to others who in 
these days are feeling the perp'exities of existence, to help them to lift up their 
hearts a wreater confidence towards the source of all light, of all power, and 
of all consolation

together of a number of separate and distinct theses’ It may be readily conceded 
that the volu imirable in many respe: ts. and is a tho roht provoking pro-. 
duction. at it must also be confessed that the first effect is to make the reader 


search for faults rather than to discover merits. For, on the whole, the book 
appeals tod much to cold reason, rather than to warm feeling, and overlooks. the 
fact that t heart often reigns where the mind must abdicate. There are more 
things in heaven and earth than are dreamt of in log Intellectual argument 
may confirm the behever who prays tocosutinue to. pray, but rarely likely to 
convert the doubter whodoesnot pray, topray. Those who most need helpand guid 

ance and encouragement in prayer are not the extremists, not the ardent worshipper 
at the one end, or the hardened sceptic at the other end: It is the “’averayve man ” 
who must be chiefly thought of in any attempt, however sincere, to prove the 
value and elficacy of prayer, and even in bis case, it is only possible as a rule to 
make 1 retain his faith in the po wer of prayer “in the-leng run.” While the 
chances are usually against the doubter turning believer in response to the most 
brilliant of arguments, there is always a danger of the believer turning sceptic by 
having ittention drawn to the inteliectual difficulties involved in the act of 
praying. There js a story ol astudent of Abarbanel's commentaries on Holy 
Writ io became an agnostic, because he only read Abarbanel's statement ot 
the problems to be faced, and never reached the answers Abarbane! tramed to 
solve the dithculties. Similarly, in many a passage, ‘‘Concerning Prayer hasa 


vigorous presentation of the objections to prayer, but the refutations in reply are 
not always ecjually cogent. lor instance, Mr. Edwyn Bevan, in Essay vi., deals 
with the difficulties of prayer as * Petition,” and pertinently asks, (1) ** Will God 
not give me what is good for me without my asking Him? (2). Will God with- 
hold good from anyone because I do not pray’” Although Mr. Bevan's 
contribution is one of the most striking in the collection, the reasoning 
alone does not supply the-key to the problem. Again, the Kev, 
Leonard Hodgson devotes careful thought to a consideration of the 
problem of “Intercession,” the problem raised by the reflection § that 
there is no need to remind God of His duty to our neighbour, and that 
yet in all intercession we address ourselves directly to God on our neighbour's 
behalf (p. 214). But he occasionally begs the question by attempting to solve this 
difficulty of prayer in general by an argument based on a particular tenet of the 
Christian faith. 

We thus come back to the first defect betrayed by this volume, that it tries to 
appeal too much to reason when an appeal to feeling might prove more effective. 
Prayer is more a concern of the heart than of the mind. 

‘The mother of Sisera cried through the lattice: why is his chariot so long 
in coming?” Their sons are not Siseras, but thousands of mothers are to-day 
looking through the window and pouring out their souls in the presence of the 
Lord, praying, with tears in their eyes, that their dear boys shall be sheltered {rom 
the terror by night, and from the arrow that flieth by day, and from the pestilence 
that walketh in darkness, and from the destruction that wasteth at noonday. 
When this sigh of anxiety mounts to Heaven from every land, it means a prayer 
for the deflection of a bullet in its course or a shell from its calculated aim. But 
the petitioner never dreams of the Law of Gravitation, of Causeand Effect, of the 
Uniformity of Nature, of Destiny, and the decision of late. The soul in prayer 
responds to an emotion. The heart knows its need and ignores the dictates of 
intellect. 

Further, these essays do not make sufficient allowance for the great part 
played in prayer by tender memory and hallowed association. When we pray for 
those we have lost, we do not ponder whether prayers for the departed are of any 


| necessity 


a religion Semitic, or even pagan. For the belief in a terrible God, who may be relied 
on to punish the enemies of his worshippers, who are also his own enemies, without 
some definite moral reason for dealing with them in this fashion is frankly paganism, 
whether held in Asia or in Western Europe, and if we are half conscious of tt in Western 
to-day, we cannot be surprised to find it persisting throughout the Vid Testament 
(p. 47), 

The Hebrews were not wholly free from the pagan worship of the tribal God. Such 
paganism, however, is not the essential element in their outlook. On the contrary, it is 
pushed steadily into the background as the forces of positive devotion, futh in God's 
character and obedience to His will, take possession of the field. The old paganism dics 
hard, lt is not yet dead in Christendom (pp. 59, 60). 

We may wonder whether Bible critics will now revise their theories of the 
tribal God of Israel, when rabbis, bishops, and cardinals are all equally guilty 
to-day of a practical demonstration of their belief im a Jocal deity. For in every 
belligerent land, in synagogue, cathedral, and oratory alike, prayers are raised, 
as the case may be, to the god of Britannia or to the god of Germania, and the 
omnipresence of God is invaded, and limited to a definite piece of soil. “‘ The 
nations are like selfish and unruly schoolboys fighting over a piece of cake” 
(p. 231); each country claims it is waging war for the supremacy of an ideal, and 
in its conceit implies that it alone is the favourite darling of the gods. When Bible 
critics write again with scorn of the tribal God of Israel in the Old Testament, 
and the universalism of God in the New Testament, perhaps they will remember 
the present crisis, when the facts of their own prayers belie their old t/eortes. 

There is one last element in the problem of prayer which should bave 
received far larger treatment, and that is, the influence of prayer on ourselves. 
It is impossible for us to determine whether our prayers influence God, and to 
decide in what sense He may be said to answer our prayers. What is easier for 
us to estimate is whether our prayers answer «ws, whether they have any etlect on 
ourselves. 

Looking back, we can all see that, the moral and political ideals of the nations of 
Europe being what they were, the catastrophe was inevitable. It is to the mora! 
Stagnation of Europe that this war isdue. I do not mean to say that there has been 
no ethical advance in the last hundred years—-the contrary is true. But in those same 
hundred years the advance in knowledge, in invention, in organisation, in the contro! 
nature, has been beyond all precedent; and, compared with that advance, the ethical

movement has been re/atit Staghant. And, in Germany, the country where the 

. advance in these other things has been greatest, the ethical advance has been least. Ha 
the ethical advance been anything like as great.as the scientific and material, some altet 
native to war would long ago have been found. Andit is precisely deca fthe ecientifi 
and material progress that modern war is so infinitely more ruinous than war of old 
rhe unprecedented horrors of the present time are solely due to the combinat rf 
immense material withtrifling moral progress it :s as true, therefore, ot our present as 
ot older ciwere ations that its har it is falling ind ‘ke conclusion ol! i not i 
the end of its collapse—is due to inner moral bankru; p. 1

never again be possible. Man himself must lead the way to win God's help. The 
angels of prayer and effort must ascend from earth to heaven, before the ange!s 
of blessing and peace can descend from heaven to earth It is the influence that 
prayer can bring to bear up 2 endeavour that can best prove the efhcacy

In justice to the able and sincere writers of this collection of essays, 
Prayer,” it must be added that the attempted corrections of acritic do n 
mply mistakes on the part of the contributors, The authors of these 
fourteen studies, writing from different confess that they them- 
selves have not reached unanimity, so the reviewer may be pardoned if on scmos 
points he claims the privilege of differing from them all. 

The problem of Prayer is not one of those subjects where the reader can be 
of one mind with the authors from the start to the end.

A LONDON EDITION OF THE TALMUD. 
(COMMUNICATED. ] 

The project of publishing a London edition of the Talmud has now taken 
definite shape. A Committee has been appointed, consisting of the Chief Rabb; 
as Chairman and Dayan Feldman as Hon. Secretary, aad the following members - 
Dayans A. Chaikin and S. I, Hillman, Rabbis I. H. Da‘ches and A. I. Kuk, 
Principal Dr. Bichler, and Dr. A. Marmorstein, of Jews’ College. The 
edition will possess some unique features, which will render it invaluable to aly 
students, whether traditional or critical. Besides reprinting the text with the 
standard commentaries, it was decided, on the proposal of the Chief Rabbi, at a 
recent meeting, that in each volume the text of the Babylonian Talmud be 
supplemented by its corresponding tractate of the Jerusalem Talmud and the 
Tosephta. 

Rabbi Daiches has undertaken to prepare a brief commentary to the 
Jerushalmi and Rabbi Kuk to the Tosephta. Rabbis Chaikin and Hillman wil! 
supplement and epitomise the classical commentators of the Geonic and early 


Rabbinic periods (Rishonim). The cross references will be amplified to cover the 
entire Rabbinic literature ; and the variants frem MSS. and early editions will be 
introduced.

THE NEW BIBLE.—The Jewish translation of the Hebrew Scriptures into 
English, which has been undertaken in New York, is now, we understand, com- 
pleted. The Jewish Publication Society of America has been engaged on this 
project exactly a quarter of a century, since 1892. The late Dr. Marcus Jastrow 
was the Editor-in-Chief of the first Committee of Translators (of whom the 
Chief Rabbi was one), and he was succeeded in 1903 by the late Dr. Solomon 
Schechter. The Chief Rabbi intends at an early date to speak on this landmark 
in the history of Judaism in English-speaking lands..

6d., collected by the Ezra 
Beacon, London, had been transmitted to the Central Bureau, Copenhagen, for 
the purposes of Palestine relief, thus bringing the O.A.M. contributions to the 
Copenhagen Fund to considerably over / 200 in the course of the last few months. 

A circular letter to the Beacons inviting consideration of the resolutions 
passed at the special Grand Beacon meeting at Birmingham, dealing with the 
present crisis in the Order, and announcing the receipt of certificate of registra- 
tion of the War Emergency Rules from the register of Friendly Societies, and the 
coming into effect of these rules, was submitted and approved, 

On the consideraticn of the steps to be taken to give efiect to the proposals 
for arbitration adopted at the Birmingham meeting, the Commander reported 
that of seven gentlemen nominated as arbitrators, liayan H. M. Lacarus, M.A., 
and Messrs. U. Ginsberg (“Achad Haam”), F. S. Spiers, P.Sc., Bertram 
Jacobs, LL.B., and 1. Landau had replied expressing tleir willingness to act, and 
it was resolved to invite the Mount Lebanon Beacon, Manchester, to submit 
names of others of the same standing and dis'nterestedness, to fill any vacancies 
that might occur on the panel of arbitrators. 

Subsequently to the meeting, a communication was receiyed from Bro. C 
Zausmer, Secretary of the Bar ‘Cacktn Beacon, Cardiff, announcing that at a 
special meeting held on February 21st, which was well attended, the report of the 
Birmingham Grand Beacon meeting was considered, a resolution of confidence 
in the London Grand Council and its Executive was passed, and the members 
decided that the Beacon‘s outstanding dues and levies should be remitted to 
London without further delay.

From Dr. SELIG BRODETSKY, University of Bristol. [To rnz Epiror.)} 
S$1r,—I shall be obliged if you will permit me to correct one or two mistakes 
in my reported remarks on “ Jews and Aviation.” 
It was King David's crown, not Solomon's, that was supposed to have been 


supported magnetically. 


My answer. to. the question how aeroplanes came to be invented was as 
follows: “ . . lighterthanair machines, :.c., balloons, were already in use. 
Inventors then asked themselves the question: How cana heavy body be made 
to stay up in the air? They found the answer quickly enough, namely, in wind 
pressure, etc. 

I did not suggest that it was Lilienthal who introduced the petrol engine. I 
said: “ Ultimately the problem of propulsive power in aeroplanes was solved by 
the introduction of the petrol engine, due to the development of the motor car 
industry. But Lilienthal observed how birds, etc.” 

Lilienthal ensured stability by “shifting his own body so as to make the 
centre of gravity of the body and the centre of pressure of the wings remain in 
constant relative position duriag the flight.”

Sir,—Your correspondent “X.Y.Z." who is seeking Hebrew songs will 


probably find what he requires in “Sepher Hazzemiroth,” a collection of : 


translations into Hebrew of some hundred and eighty lyrics. Aout thirty of 
these are Jewish songs and the rest are selected from the vocal compositions of 
Schubert, Schumann, Mendelssohn, Tchaikowsky, Rubenstein, and other of the 
world's great musicians. This book contains the words only, but the music of 
any of these popular gems can easily be obtained in an English or Continental 
edition. 

There is a little collection of “ Zionist and National Songs” in Hebrew, 
English and Yiddish, published by Joseph Magil, of Philadelphia. This booklet 
gives both the words and music of most of the songs contained in it. 

“ Hazzamir,” (Moriah Pub. Soc., Odessa), is a book of children's songs, one 
or two of which are suitable for adult audiences. 

Before the war, these books were obtainable in London from Jewish 
booksellers, such as Shapiro or Mazin; but if “X.Y.Z.” has difficulty in 
procuring a copy now I should be pleased to loan him mine. 

The booksellers above mentioned probably have in stock separately, a few 
of the more popular Jewish songs, such as “ Hatikvah,” “ Aleph Beth,” etc.

Sir,—Your contributor to the “ Children of the Ghetto” column, owing to 
whose remarks in the JEWISH CHRONICLE originally my letter of the 12th of 
February was penned, in last week's issue mentions a work on the above subject 
with which I was already acquainted. But the book in question does not meet 
the object that I and those of my way of thinking have in view. My idea has 
always been to teach the Neginoth in class, which’ is the most rapid method for 
instruction of the kind. The “parrot” manner of teaching music (I mean the 
teacher with the book and the scholar intoning without any appeal to the mind 
through the visible notes) is fortunately almost obsolete. For class work each 
pupil should have a copy in his hand, and at the small price of the copies that I 
suggested, this would be quite practicable. My plana, too, would enable the pupil 
to intone not only his “ Parsha” but any part of the Pentateuch or the Haphbtorah. 
‘The book mentioned by your contributor, though suitable for private teaching, 
is for many reasons of little value for class work. It is not so exhaustive (nor 
does it claim to be), if I remember rightly, as the MS. work which I advocate. 
All religious bodies recognise that one of the best means of attaching children to 
their faith is through music. )

This talk of communal kitchens is becoming rather embarrassing. From end 
to end of England, the local authorities are casting around for ways and means of 
feeding the community on an extensive scale, in the unhappy event of the need 
arising. In the meantime, what do we, as a community, intend doing in the 
matter? Without any desire to be regarded as an alarmist, the time to deal with 
the question from its communal point of view is emphatically now. Let us 
mobilise the resources of our one and only Soup Kitchen, and plan our kosher 


kitchens for North, West, and North-West London. 


Otherwise, we must in the days ahead deplete our resources still farther by 
taking out a season ticket to Butler Street—a case of fare versus tares, with a 
vengeance. The time seems ripe for a round-table Conference between the Soup 
Kitchen, the Conjoint Flour Committee and the Board of Deputies. The inclu- 
sion of the Board of Guardians would be an affront to communal koved. We are 
a sensitive people, after all. Lest we forget, this Emergency Committee might 
well include a representative sprinkling of Jewish boarding-house proprietors, 


whose long experience in the performance of culinary miracles should prove of 
especial value in the present crisis. 


The reporter must be right—for reporters never err. Yet, here is a report of 
a sitting of the Tribunal at which a Jewish theological student, aged thirty-one, 
stated that his employment on a farm—spade work and leading horses in 
the plough—brought him Ss. a week “and all found.” This jolly 
farmer's boy was paid no =more than S8s., ‘tis said, “because 
of his religion.” Our theological student had the good sense to treat 
the wartime abrogation of the dim as a scrap of paper, for he refused to eat the 
meat provided atthe farm, Certainly, our student seems resigned to his position 
and to the peaceful surroundings that have fallen to his share, the eight shillings 
notwithstanding. Maybe, the solitude offered him an opportunity of studying the 
Mishna whilst engaged in bis agrarian duties. In which case he is but following 
Rabbinic precedent. But eight shillings a week! How hath the mighty fallen. 


The descriptive reporter once again: ‘Grey-haired, and looking quite 
ancient, a wholesale and retail grocer aged 35,” a coreligionist, appeared before 
this same tribunal. I like the “ qnite ancient touch. It seemsto fitinadmirably 
with the mental stress and strain that comes of appearance before military 


tribunals. And this particular applicant, though naturalised, could scarcely 
understand a word of English. 


My weekly perusal of Land and Water is influenced by that journal's 
weighty comments on the things that matterin the war, Judge of my surprise, 
then, on finding a reference in the current issue to my well-beloved Ghetto. Lut 
what a reference! Says the author, ina study of a German military type, the 
Herr Doktor, a specialist of eminence, possessed “a head shaped like a note of 
interrogation—a head of the type to be seen by the thousand in the Ghettoes of 
Whitechapel, and among the eschatological remains in the tombs of Memphis.” 
Never mind about the tombs of Memphis. What has Whitechapel to say to this 
cool, calculated libel? Heads like notes of interrogation? I have spent an hour 
or so tramping between Aldgate East and St. Mary’s, in search of a specimen of 
these remarkable heads—but ne'er a sight of an interrogatory cranium. The 
nearest approach to that description, was an unemployed pugilist whose head and 
general appearance implied a silent enquiry as to whether one was “ looking for 
trouble.” Land and Water must look for more appropriate illustrations. 


The private benefactions of the late Mrs. James H. Solomon will, one 
feels certain, never be fullyknown. This kindly lady's one desire was to eliminate 
from her bounty the least suggestion of charity. She would make the recipient 
feel that he or she was honouring the giver by accepting the gift. Mrs. Solomon 
hai a keen appreciation of the self-respect of the poor, and a real horror of 
publicity. A rare type of woman, loving charity for its own sweet sake. Many 
a Jewish soldier in France will miss her. 


By the time these lines are in print the result of the Bethnal Green confer- 
ence on the alien recruiting question will have been made public. It is instruc- 
tive to observe, by the way, that a district that was once the centre of a furious 
anti-Semitic agitation, should have been chosen for a gathering of this character. 
Yet, after all, one realises the feeling of resentment that lies at the root of the 
newest agitation. Here, day after day, our sons and our brothers are leaving us, 
and in their passing, our thoughts turn naturally to the hordes of foreign-born 
eligibles who are openly flouting the authorities and boasting of their continued 
immunity from service. It is all very well to initiate academic discussions at the 
local tribunals as to the right to convene and attend aconference. But the fact 
remains that anger and impatience are very rife, and the young and healthy men 
of Russian, Rumanian, and Lelgian nationality are becoming prosperous on the 
sacrifice and the patriotism of their British-born brothers. There isa limit even 
to the stolidity of the Briton, That limit appears to have been reached, 


Our go-ahead friends of the Lion Hospital Aid Society, to whose “benefit” 


boxing tournament I had occasion to refer, have decided to hold a festival dinner 
in March. Most of us were of the opinion that the boxing display— which netted 
a generous sum—had been chosen asa substitute for the annual dinner. Bot it 
seems to have been what our music-hall friends refer to as an “extra turn.” 
Well, let us hope the “ Lion Aid” will reap the benefit of its enterprise, and that 
Lord Devonport will not interfere unduly with the extent and the tastiness of the 
several courses. 


Mr. Pett Ridge has nearly succeeded in reproducing something of the atmos- 
phere of the Ghetto. It is an atmosphere that has little in common with tha; 
in which the “‘ Mord Em'ly” types live and have their being. The author tells 
us of the methods of bargaining current in the Ghetto, and reproduces for us that 
subtle touch we know so well. The ladies “invariably assume a look of 
contempt for the goods they propose to buy, and the most satisfactory bartering 
never induces their features to relax into asmile. The attitude of both parties to 
the transaction is one of strict defensiveness ; sometimes it amounts to truculence, 
until the bargain is over, when self-compassion is assuffed.” And then we ace 
told of the old clo’ gentleman who was offered a parcel of cast-offs for seven

A MESSAGE OF HOPE. 


The story of Purim must always be to us a message 
of hope. For it.telis of atime when the Jewish race 
was threatened with utter extinction. A decree had 
gone forth for the extermination of the entire people. 
On a given day it was to be: subjected to massacre. 
There seemed nothing that could avert the disaster. 
Royal orders in the kingdom of Persia in those days 
were as good as carried out the moment they were 
issued. The Jews knew nothing of the woman that 
stood so near to the throne. [Even if they had known 
of her existence they would have doubted her power to 
avert the catastrophe that threatened them. We read- 
that Esther was even doubtful of her own chances of 
success. It was only the noble Mordecai who steeled 
his adopted daughter's heart and pointed out to ber that 
she had probably been placed by Providence in the 
exalted position she occupied solely for the purpose of 
saving her kith and kin. She was convinced, and having 
made up her mind, gave utterance to those memorable 
words, that will always resound when anything has to 
be dared, “If I perish, I perish.” 


A GREAT DRAMA, 


The story of Esther abounds in dramatic incidents. 
Everything works up to the great climax. There are 
two main threads to the narrative—the humbling of 
Haman and the rescue of the Jews. “Pride goeth 
before a fall,” says the old proverb, and it was abun- 
dantly illustrated in Haman's case. His power was 
abused and he paid the penalty for his arrogance. If 
we rejoice over bis downfall it is less because oyr enemv 
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was smitten than that the cause of right and freedom 
triumphed. Many times it is insisted on in our Prayer- 
Book that the Almighty does not desire the death of 
the sinner but “ rather that he should turn from his evil 
ways and live.” We are always ready to offer a hand 
to our enemies if they will become our friends. We 
bear no malice. In Haman’'s case there was no redeem- 
ing feature. He sought a diabolical salve for his 
wounded pride. The caus: of right triumpb, and we 
celebrate the victory to this very day. To all you, my 
best’ wishes for a happy festival.
